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Ferry Corp. balks at mediated hours 


Canadian Prast 

A B.C. Kerry Corp. spokes¬ 
man said Wednesday the cor¬ 
poration’s executive commit¬ 
tee will not recommend ac¬ 
ceptance of the hours-of-work 
provision in a mediator’s pro¬ 
posal for settlement of the 
ferry workers’ contract dis¬ 
pute. 


Charles Gallagher, corpora¬ 
tion general manager, made 
the announcement less than 24 
hours after the B.C. Ferry 
and Marine Workers’ Union 
executive said it is recom¬ 
mending acceptance of me¬ 
diator Olive McKee’s pack¬ 
age. 

Union president Shirley 
Mathieson said the 2,600 em¬ 


ployees would be asked to ap¬ 
prove the proposals, although 
the issue of hours of work 
remained unresolved. 

Gallagher said McKee and 
the union agree that about 
1,800 ferry workers are paid 
for 50 hours a year which they 
don’t work, which costs about 
$1 million. 

“We want the matter of the 


scheduling of these 50 hours 
resolved now and not delayed 
until next summer with the 
risk of yet another crisis . . . 
developing at that time.’’ he 
said. 

The issue of hours of work, 
or overtime, has been a prol> 
lem between the crown corjx)- 
ration and its employees for 
some time. Gallagher said 


Wednesday that management 
does not want the matter put 
off once again. 

He said the committee will 
recommend acceptance of 
McKee’s other proposals re¬ 
lated to wages and ijpnelits, 
length of contract and em¬ 
ployment security. 

He added that the corpora¬ 


tion has sent a telegram to 
the union asking for a re¬ 
sumption of negotiations on 
hours of work. 

Mathieson was not available 
for comment on the latest 
development in the negotia¬ 
tions, which at one stage led 
to a seven-day strike by the 
ferry workers.

Gunman gives up 
after holding 11 
at Montreal bank 


MONTREAL (CPI — A lone 
gunman, who had threatened 
to kill 11 hostages takcfi in a 
bungled bank robbery, was 
arrested Wednesday after re¬ 
leasing all of his prisoners. 

The man. armed with a 
high-j)Owered rifle, led police 
cruisers and a helicopter 
around the city's northend 
before surrendering in an 
apartment building during a 
floor-to-floor search by ixdice. 

No shots were fired. 

The drama began earlier at 
a branch of the Bank Canadi¬ 
an National, five blocks away 
from the apartment building, 
when a gunman entered the 
bank. 

Police were alerted to the* 
hold-up attempt by a silent 
alarm, and proceeded to sur¬ 
round the bank. 

Two hostages were released 
soon afterwards, but the gun¬ 
man then kept heavily-armed 
police officers waiting for 
almost three hours before re¬ 
leasing four female hostages 
and taking the five remaining 
employees with him out a 
rear exit. 

He sped away with the hos¬ 
tages and a pouch-full of 


money in a car apparently 
provided by police. The five, 
remaining hostages were re¬ 
leased in small groups during 
the subsequent chase around 
the city’s north end.

. CAIRO (ReuferT Three 
thousand armed police, some 
of ihem opening fire, raided 
underworld strongholds in 
Cairo and sun-oundlng areas 
Wednesday and arrested 
more than 1.000 criminals, an 
interior ministry spokesman 
said. 

Police flushed out bandits 
hiding in mountain caves and 
other sanctuaries, the spokes¬ 
man said.

Glittering hearing for Rene 


PARIS (CP) — French le- • 
gislators, adjourning their de¬ 
liberations, warmly applaud¬ 
ed Quebec Premier Rene 
Levesque as he predicted 
Wednesday that Quebec soon 
would become a separate 
country, “political master of 
its internal life and its fu¬ 
ture.” 

“It is more and more cer¬ 
tain that a new country will 
soon appear democratically 
on the map," Levesque told 
members of the National As¬ 
sembly who gathered , for a 
special reception in an ornate 
hall just off the main assem¬ 
bly. % 

Perspiring and slightly ner¬ 
vous but soon becoming more 
relaxed. Levesque acknowl¬ 
edged the special honor paid 
him by the assembly gather-, 
ing, saying “this is a true rec¬ 
ognition. a recognition of the 
essential, that you accord to 
the Quebec people." 

This was the owning of an 
official three-day visit for the 
Quebec leader with French of¬ 
ficials. carefully avoiding act* 
that might lead to Ottaw a ac¬ 
cusations of French treatment 
of Levesque as head of state. 

That was one reason why 
Levesoue's speech did not 
take place in the assembly it¬ 
self. Some French officials 
said France is merely a spec¬ 
tator in the struggle between 
Ottawa and Quebec over the 



Oldest living thing? 


Offbeat organism 


WASHINGTON <AP> A 
microscopic organism pre¬ 
viously thoughl to be ordinary 
bacteria actually is a sepa¬ 
rate form of life and may be 
the oldest living thing on 
’Earth, it was announced 
Wednesday. 

The major development 
may provide new clues to the 
unknown stages of evolution 
that immediately preceded 
the development of life ns it is 
known today, scientists said. 

The discovery by a Univer¬ 
sity of Illinois research team 
was announced .jointly by the 
National Science Foundation 
and the Nationnl Aeronautics 
and Space Administration, 
which financed the work. 

The research team, led by 
Dr. Carl R. Woese. Dr. Ralph 
S. Wolfe and Dr. George Fox. 
discovered the organism’s un¬ 
iqueness by analyzing its gen¬ 
etic composition. • 

Science traditionally divides 
living organisms into two 


basic types, the “higher’’ 
forms of animals and plants, 
and the "lower" forms of bac¬ 
teria. 

The rrseurchers say their 
organism, which lives without 
oxygen and produces methane 
gas as its waste product, fits 
neither group. 

itie methane-producing• or¬ 
ganism. technically called 
methanobacteria theroauto- 
trophica. is widespread in na¬ 
ture even tlvough it is killed 
by oxygen. 

It exists in hot geothermal 
springs, and in decaying plant 
material and the digestive 
systems of some animals 
whore other organisms use up 
all the oxygen. 

'the organisms are a dis- 
linct new class, no more re¬ 
lated to typical bacteria than 
to higher forms,’’ Woese 
said. "They are a third form 
of life on this planet.” 

Woese said this type of 
organism probably evolved 


during the first billion years 
of Earth's 4.6 billion-year 
existence when conditions 
would^T*t sustain other known 
forms of life. 

It’s ability to live .without 
oxygen in tenq>eratures 
higher than 170 degrees Falir- 
enheit means that it probably 
could have survived on Earlh 
at that time. , 

The atmosphere then was 
composed of hydrogen and 
carbon dioxide and tempera¬ 
tures were very warm. Woese 
says (he methane-producing 
organisms are best suited for 
these conditions. 

The traditional theory of 
two lives of evolution is based 
largely on a hypothesis that 
all life came from a common 
ancestor, probably a simple 
primal cell. 

The organism may be an 
early offspring of this com¬ 
mon ancestor that precedes 
even bacteria, the scientists 
said.

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OTTAWA (CP) — Cana¬ 
da's official monetary re¬ 
serves dropped to their 
lowest level in more than 
seven years during Oc¬ 
tober as the government 
tried to shore up the fall-, 
ing value of the Canadian 
dollar. 

Figures released 
Wednesday by the finance 
department show the 
Bank of Canada spent 
$641.3 million of its U.S. 
dollar holdings to buy up 
Canadian dollars and to 
keep their value up. 

By Ocf. 31. the 
country's total monetary 
reserves had fallen by 
nearly 13 per cent to $4.17 
billion. It is the lowest 
level lor reserves since 
May. 1970, the month 
when the government 
freed the Canadian dollar 
to float 

In the Commons ques¬ 
tion period, Conservative 
finance critic Sinclair Ste¬ 
vens called for an imme¬ 
diate study by the Com¬ 
mons finance committee 
into Canada's reserve po¬ 
sition. The move was 
blocked by the govern¬ 
ment. 

Stevens said Finance 
Minister Jean Chretien is 
misleading the public by 
claiming that the govern¬ 
ment is not intervening to 
affect the dollar’s value. 
The figures released 
Wednesday show that is 
not so, Stevens suggested. 

Ginsidering that the 
government has taken the 
unprecedented step of ar¬ 
ranging a $1.5 billion line 
of ci*edit through private 
banks in case the money 
is needed to support the 
weakening Canadian dol¬ 
lar, there should be public 
discussion about the dol¬ 
lar. Stevens said. 

Since last November, 
the dollar has fallen from 
a value of $1.03 U.S. to its 
closing value of 90.5 cent$ 
U.S. on Wednesday. It 
briefly dropped below the 
90-cent value in late Oc¬ 
tober. 

A cheaper dollar opens 
up new opportunities for 
domestic export industries 
because Canadian-made 
products are cheaper for 
foreign countries to buy. 
But foreign exchange 
markets are nervous and 
there is a danger the dol¬ 
lar could drop further in 
value. 


French soldiers 
flown to Africa 
after kidnappings 


PARIS (Reuter* Frame 
ha\ sent troops to West Africa 
to protect it* nationals after 
Western Saharan guerrillas in 
Mauritana abducted eight 
French people. 

After a week of rumors and 
denials about French military 
action, the defence ministry 
said an unspecified number of 
troops flew- Tuesday to rein- 
at Quakam. Senegal just south 
of Mauritania. Asked if the 
troop movements were con¬ 
nected with the kidnappings of 
eight French people, including 
a woman, by Polisario guerill¬ 
as. a ministry sjwkesman re¬ 
plied : “I would be surprised if 


the two events were not con¬ 
nected." 

A presidential spokesman 
said the troop movements 
were designed to ensure pro¬ 
tection of French nationals in 
the region. x 

There are currently more 
than 2.000 French people liv¬ 
ing and working in Mauri¬ 
tania. which has administered 
the phosphate-rich Western 
Sahara jointly with Morocco 
since- the territory was ceded 
by Spain in February last 
year.

Tories flock to Quebec 
to draft Clark policies 


OTTAWA (CPi Progres¬ 
sive Conservatives gather in 
Quebec City today to arm Oj>- 
position leader Joe Clark with 
potential election policies that 
officials say the party may 
never use. 

Organizers told a briefing 
Wednesday they expected 
ab/ml 2.000 Conservatives to 
attend the four-day meeting to 
work out a party “consensus” 
on policies designed to reform 
Hie economy, fedora 1-provin- 
-cial relations, energy posi¬ 
tions and government. 

But. said convention co- 
chairman Ron Afkey of 
Toronto, there would be no 
votes on resolutions and there 
was no way of knowing 
whether Clark would afccept 
the policies. 

Clark would lie "somewhat 
irresponsible" if he wasn’t 
guided, at least in jiart, by 
consensus policy positions de¬ 
veloped by general meeting 
delegates, said Atkev. a 
former Conservative MP. 

"He flies in the face of that 
consensus at his peril." 

But it was up to Clark 1o 
decide for himself what jroli- 
cies would guide the party 
through the next election, ex¬ 
pected sometime next year. 

"T don’t know of any policy 
that is binding on our party. ’ 

At key suggested the conven¬ 
tion has attracted more dele¬ 
gate* lhan the party first ex¬ 
pected. and said the size of 
the turnout reflects frustra¬ 
tion over national unity and 
economic problems faring the 
country. 

The meeiing was the last 
before the next general elec¬ 
tion. and delegates were ap¬ 
parently regarding the chance 
in thump drums for the party 
“as an important act of patri¬ 
otism.” 

Many central Canadian del¬ 
egates arrive in Quebec City 
today on chartered railway 
cars for an evening of socia¬ 
lizing before * policy sessions 
get under way Friday. 

Clark speaks to the meeting 
Friday, shortly after a secret 


vote on his leadership. Or¬ 
ganizers expect Clark will re¬ 
ceive a resounding show of 
support from delegates and 
make his sppech in time to hit 
major television network new- 
sca%s. 

As a courtesy .the govern¬ 
ment and other political par¬ 
ties have agreed to cancel 
Commons proceedings Thurs¬ 
day night and Friday while 
the Conservatives meet. But 
Liberals have moved to un : 
dercut some of the impact of 
Clark’s appearance at the 
convention by holding a major 
fund-raising dinner in Toronto 
organized by former fi¬ 
nance minister John Turner, 
and addressed by four cabinet 
ministers Friday night. 

At a briefing. Atkey said 
the convention will be built 


around three subjects: Goals 
outlinging what Canadians 
want from the party, impedi¬ 
ments standing in the way of 
those goals and directions the 
party should take to achieve 
its goals. 

Key speakers at the meet¬ 
ing will include Toronto 
Mayor David Crombie and 
Reva Gerstein. head of an 
elite group of 20 Canadians 
set up last January to provide 
Clark with policy ideas in the

others. Levesque said. 

He compared what he de¬ 
scribed as the negative atti¬ 
tude of the Canadian govern¬ 
ment. toward Quebec sover¬ 
eignty as similar to the futile 
attempts to the legendary 
King Canute to stem the tide. 

Canadian confederation is 
outmoded, he said. It has be¬ 
come mutually frustrating 
and poisonous, for the two 
founding peoples, English and 
French. 

Tht need for a constitu¬ 
tional change in Canada is be¬ 
coming mor\ widely recog¬ 
nized and rather than settling 
for “one more bad compro¬ 
mise." French and English 
people in Canada should join 
■in the kind of sovereignty-as¬ 
sociation proposed by his Que¬ 
bec government. Levesque 
said. 

“It’s not so much a question 
of destroying something that 
is already condemned but to 
•tart, building something real¬ 
istic. generous and forward- 
looking together, he said. 

"For us Quebecers anyway, 
this is literally a question of 
the right to life.” 

Levesque ended by asking 
assembly members to “trans¬ 
mit the heartfelt feelings of 
friendship and brotheihood of 
Quebecers to the men and 
women of France.**

Another girl, Irene Carrejo, 
13. said that one boy kicked a 
beam holding the roof in 
place and it started to creak, 
causing several children to 
scream. 

"We all moved to one side 
of the van," she said, "Ed 
started to cry and it got ev¬ 
erybody down, seeing him 
vry." 

Jennifer earlier told ihe 
judge that she sang while im¬ 
prisoned in the van. 

“I was singing ’If You’re 
Happy and You Know It. 
Tljep Clap Your Hands.’ but 
nobody clapped." said Jen- 
niler, who was nine at the 
time'of the August. 1976. kid¬ 
napping near Chowchilla,

Only two fight pipeline 
in vote by U.S. Senate 


WASHINGTON <UPI) 

U.S. Congress gave final ap¬ 
proval Wednesday to a natu¬ 
ral gas pipeline which will 
stretch from Alaska through 
Canada and into U.S. markets 
in the West and Midwest. 

After the house approved 
the Alcan pipeline by voice 
vote, the Senate adopted a 
similar 87-2 resolution and sefit 
it to the White House. Sena¬ 
tors Mark Hatfield. Oregon 
Republican, and Robert. Mor¬ 
gan, North Carolina Demo¬ 
crat, voted no. 

The Alcan route was the 
survivor of three original pro¬ 
posals to bring gas from Alas¬ 
ka's Pradhoe Bay into the 
Midwest and northeastern 
states. It was recommended 
. to Congress by President 
Carter. 

Several senators, altltough 
backing the resolution, 
expressed concern about 
various aspects of the ven¬ 
ture. 

Senator Henry Jackson. 
Washington Democrat, noted 
the agreement reaches with 
Canada did not bind the prov¬ 
inces through which the pij>e- 
Hne would pass and they 
therefore technically could 
charge the “exorbitant” taxes 
the treaty prohibited. 

Senators Ted Stevens, Alas¬ 
ka Republican, called for ap¬ 
proval “because there is no 


other route'’ but gajd he 
would closely monitor 
whether American firms got 
an even chance at bidding on 
contracts and in employment. 

Stevens also warned of the 
possibility of another “Pana¬ 
ma Canal of the future, 
should Canadians take over 
the pipeline to funnel their 
own gas to their own con-, 
sumers. 

The route of the estimated 
SI 0-billion project will be 
along the Alaska, oil pipeline 


to Delta Junction. Alaska, 
wliere It will split off and fol¬ 
low the Alaska Highway into 
the Yukon Territory. 

It will cut across B.C. and 
into Alberta, where it will 
split into two legs, one taking 
gas to markets in the western 
United States and the other to 
the Midwest. 

The pipeline, proposed by 
Alcan Pipline Co., will be 
built with private money. 
Jackson and some others 
think government help will be 
needed down the line. 


UNITED NATIONS 'UPI) 
The UN Security Council 
Wednesday agreed to impose 
a mandatory arms embargo 
against South Africa in a 
compromise reached between 
the Atrican bloc and Western 
nations. 

The agreement reached 
after rf day of closed-door ne¬ 
gotiations paved the way for a 
Security Council vote either 
tonight or Friday and certain 
- probably unanimous — pas¬ 
sage of a comprehensive 
arms embargo against South 
Africa's minority white re¬ 
gime. 

“We have reached agree¬ 
ment." said Ambasssador 
Mansur Rashid Kikhia of 
Libya, council president for 
November.

A MOST IMPORTANT contribution to the con 
tlnuing dialogue between Ottawa and Quebec on 
the subject of national unity has been made by 
one Pierre Vallieres, best selling author and 
former member of the terrorist Front de L/bera 
tion du Quebec. It is a contribution that is 
simple, explosive and — one suspects — consi¬ 
derably more factual than 90 per cent of the 
arguments so far put forward by either side 
in supporting their own points of view. 

Vallieres holds that Quebec separation is an 
impossibility for a number of reasons, not least 
among them being a major division of opinion 
between key members of the Parti Quebecois 
cabinet. So seriously are they at odds, says 
Vallieres, that they could break up into war 
ring factions before the forthcoming referen¬ 
dum. 

Apart from this, he also contends that even if 
Quebecers did vote for separation, Ottawa could 
still refuse to accept the results. If Canada chose 
this course it would naturally follow that the 
United Nations would not recognize a unilateral 
declaration of independence by Quebec (the 
same procedure that was taken against Rho¬ 
desia more than a decade ago) and the seces¬ 
sionist bid would fail. 

The UN, he points out, has always been 
strongly opposed to independence movements 
which threaten member countries, otherwise it 
"would be flooded with such demands from 
Tibetans, Georgians, Puerto Ricans, Basques 
and Scots.” 

The interesting thing about these opinions is 
that they are not those of an Anglo-Canadian 
from one of the insensitive Western provinces or 
a Quebecer with federalist leanings, but from 
a dedicated separatist who was an activist in the 
cause long before Rene Levesque climbed on 
the band-wagon. 

Certainly what Vallieres says — all of which 
is contained in his latest book Un Quebec Impos¬ 
sible — sounds eminently logical, and even 
though some doubt may be entertained as to 
whether Ottawa would lake so strong a line if a 
majority of Quebecers voted to secede, the 
right to take such action would unquestionably 
remain with the federal government. 

What Vallieres appears to be telling his 
Francophone compatriots is that if Quebec 
wants its independence it may have to physically 
fight for it. And because he not only enjoys 
something of a reputation among the more 
radical element of the separatists but possesses 
a persuasive and well-read pen, his ideas may 
fall on fertile ground. 

It is just possible that Jean-Luc Pepin, joint 
chairman of the federal Task Force on Canadian 
Unity, has recognized this danger and realizes 
that if violence is to be avoided a further 
option must be devised as a possible solution. 
And this he is now attempting to dt). de 
spite Prime Minister Trudeau's obvious displea¬ 
sure. 

As yet undefined in detail, Pepin's "third 
option” is understood to cover the middle ground 
somewhere between the present extreme posi 
tions of either enforcing the status quo or allow 
ing Quebec to separate. Basically it appears to 
suggest that Quebec be granted a degree of 
independence and awarded an associate mem 
bership in Confederation. 

Even though Pepin is still keeping his plan 
under wraps, the prime minister has rejected it 
and warned that a "third option” could be a 
dangerous trap. However, the task force co- 
chairman has chosen to ignore the warning, 
apparently confident that the alternative pro 
posal he has in mind will be acceptable to both 
Canadians and Quebecers. 

Regardless of who eventually proves to be 
right in this matter, it surely cannot be consi¬ 
dered unreasonable to study any and all options 
at this time. To reject any suggestion which 
might lead to a peaceful and workable solution 
would seem to be nothing less than an act of 
defeatism

OTTAWA — Terrorism is as old as 
mankind. It has always been the method 
of weaklings and cowards who cannot 
reach by honest effort whatever it is 
they seek. Until religious and political 
fanatics adopted terrorist means for 
allegedly noble ends, anyone using vio 
lence against peaceful fellow-men was 
more properly called a criminal. 

Throughout history no healthy so¬ 
ciety ever allowed terrorism, however 
disguised, to take hold and go unpun 
ished. Even such a legendary “just" 
terrorist of folklore fables as Robin 
Hood, who presumably tried to rectify 
glaring social injustices, or the roman 
ticlzed pirates and highwaymen of plo 
neerlng days, were considered and 
treated as outlaws. 

It's one of the unmistakable signs of 
the confusion and decadence of our time 
that terrorism has acquired an aura' of 
respectability. In this fetid atmosphere, 
terrorists have come to be widely re¬ 
garded as gallant trail-blazers of some 
kind of higher justice in a make-believe 
brave new world To many of the 
"alienated radicals” among our pam 
pered youngsters, the machine-gun-tot 
ing, bomb-throwing, throat-cutting ter 
rorist Is the hero of our time. 

This sick worship of idealized crimi 
nality would be of little consequence it it 
were confined to the hell-raising fringe 
of the beard-and-beret brigade; and if 
the terrorist "heroes" were unconnect 
ed individuals with no backing by pow 
erful states and a plethora of interna 
tionally-orchestrated front organiza 
tions 


Unfortunately, ali the remaining de 
mocrades have had their fundamental 
liberalism so perverted by neo-Marxist 
.''Radicalism" in the academe and the 
media, that our whole society has gone 
off its rocker in a crazy with-it tantrum. 

How otherwise could anyone explain 
that in placid Canada, of all places, a 
major church would conduct an inten 
sive nation-wide campaign eulogizing 
one of the foremost "moderfS'-terrorisls 
who coined and practised the dictum (at 
the cost of tens of millions of corpses) 
that "political power grows out of the 
barrel of the gun." In case you have 
forgotten It, let me remind you that it 
was the United Church which devoted a 
whole year of concentrated effort and 
large funds to this death-wish cru¬ 
sade. The thoroughness of it was attest 
ed by the feeding of the terrorist gospel 
(according to Mao Tse-tung) even to 
Sunday schools. The kids were treated 
to special readers and a poster showing 
Chairman Mao on one side and Chair 
man Pierre on the other. 

There was disbelief and gasps of 
horror when political terrorism, com 
plete with kidnapping and murder, 
struck "it-ean’t-happen-here” Canada 
No one, of course, saw any connection 
with the glorification of Mao, Che Gue 
vara, Castro and other "heroes” of 
totalitarian (Red fascist branch) terror 
ism we have been subjected to for 
years. Nor does anyone want to see any 
connection of growing violence with 
Trudeau's strenuous campaign (con 
ducted against obvious feelings and 
wishes of the vast majority of adult 



criminality 


Canadians) to abolish the death penalty 
altogether. 

With this progressive madness tak¬ 
ing hold of virtually all the remaining 
democracies, ideologically-motivated 
terrorism has a field day throughout the 
defenceless Western world. For if one 
batch of killers is caught and sent to rest 
comfortably in jail, another batch soon¬ 
er or later hijack an airliner or kidnap a 
public figure somewhere, threatening to 
kill all hostages unless their jailed 
comrades are set free and flown, with a 
fat ransom, to one of the terrorist 
havens. 

Although it has been pretty obvious 
for quite some time that the most active 


and most vicious terrorist groups 
around the globe are linked, either 
directly or through co-ordination and 
backing of their activities, many people 
in the terrorized Western world stead¬ 
fastly have refused to recognize plainly 
visible facts. Nor can they “compro¬ 
mise" their perverted liberalism with 
sanctioning, let alone supporting the 
necessary tough measures which are 
separately needed to curb the blight. 

It's only now, after the Israeli and 
West German desperate strikes back at 
the terrorists, that the brain-washed 
attitudes are beginning — but only just 
beginning — to change. 

What still persists Is dogged disbelief 
of Communist backing and orchestra¬ 
tion of the whole thing. Yet how else 
could you explain the invariable landing 
of hijacked planes In the Marxist-run 
(or Soviet-supported) “Third World" 
countries and the financing and arming 
of terrorist groups (some of whom 
call themselves “Red Army" or “Red" 
something or other) through Libya. Al¬ 
geria. Iraq. Yemen and similar 
"friends" of Moscow or Peking? And 
what else would account for the 
synchronized bloody demonstrations of 
"leftist radicals" (CBC euphemism) in 
Paris, Rome, Athens, Tokyo, Madrid 
and elsewhere — not against the cold 
blooded murder of hostages, but against 
the killing of terrorists in a rescue oper¬ 
ation?

Zambia — The 
education system in most de 
veloping countries today, like

In other words, the system 
favors a small minority who 
are believed to be the most 
able academically at the ex¬ 
pense of the vast majority, 
thereby promoting a spirit of 
selfish competition rather 
than co-operation. 

The system breeds individ¬ 
ualism, elitism and class con¬ 
sciousness because material 
wealth and a comfortable life 
seem to be the goal at the end

Ironically, the ACLU law¬ 
yer representing Collin. 
David Goldberger, is Jewish. 
Under heavy criticism from 
fellow Jews for taking the 
case, Goldberger declared 
simply that he is first an 
American and a constitution¬ 
al issue — the right of free 
speech — is at stake. 

“We have lost thousands of 
members because of our in 
volvement in this case.” said 
Bruce Ennis, legal director of 
the ACLU. “We have never 
handled anything so contra 
versial. Personally I dislike 
Nazis Intensely. I think they 
are disgusting. But if Skokie 
is permitted to silence them, 
other communities can si¬ 
lence other minorities. And if 
that were the law. (here 
might have been no anti war 
demonstrations, no move 
ment to demand the im 
peach ment of Richard 
Nixon.” 

The furore over the Nazis 
began early last summer 
when Collin announced his in¬ 
tention of holding a parade in 
Skokie which has a popula 
lion of 90.000 including about 
10.000 Jews. Some 7.000 of 
Skokie’s Jews describe them 
selves as “survivors" of 
Hitler's Germany. 

As the result of Jewish 
pressure, the authorities of 
Skokie hurriedly passed an 
ordinance requiring the orga 
nizers of any parade to give 
30 days notice and to deposit 
$700,000 as an insurance 
against damage The ordi¬ 
nance also gave the author 



ities the right to waive these 
requirements which meant, 
in the ACLU's definition, that 
the rich and the privileged 
have a right to demonstrate 
in Skokie while the poor and 
the unpopular have not. 

The ACLU sees this as a 
violation of the First Amend 
ment, which protects the 
right of free speech. Ennis 
argues: “The whole purpose 
of the amendment was to 
protect unpopular speech ami- 
Nazi doctrine certainly 
comes in that category. Free 
speech should also be free, 
and Skokie has put a price on. 
it.”* 

. In its attempt to outlaw the 
Nazis. Skokie has also 
banned parades in which par 
ticipanls wear a military 
type uniform, as well as the 
display of any symbol “offen¬ 
sive to the community.’’'Cur¬ 
rently the ACLU is seeking to 
overturn these ordinances in 
a federal court. 

"We realize what Skokie is 
trying to do and why,” said 
David Hamlin, executive 
director of the Illinois Chap 
ter of the ACLU. 'The village 
is in a terrible bind trying to 
keep out the Nazis without 
specifically saying so. But we 
must make it clear that the 
rights of all people to hold 
peaceful demonstrations are 
irrevocably intertwined, 
whether it is Martin Luther 
King or Frank Collin.” 

A judgment on the ACLU 
ease may come any time in 
the next few months. Mean 
lime a new suit is pending. 
This has been brought by a 
man named Sol Goldstein, 
representing all the survivors 
of the Second World War who 
are Jewish and who live in 
Skokie, and alleging that 
Nazi demonstrations in Sko¬ 
kie would create menticide 
ACLU officials had to go to 
their dictionaries to sort that 
out. In this case, they defined 
menticide as meaning that 
the appearance of the Nazis 
would trigger memories and 
inflict serious psychological 
harm 


"No one is enjoy ing all the 
turmoil more than 32-year- 
old Frank Collin — a slightly 
built man. rumored to be 
Jewish by birth, whose 
clothes are similar to%)ose of 
a storm-trooper and who 
parts his dark hair like Hitler 
did. His Nazi movement, 
which has only a very small 
following, has never enjoyed 
such publicity before. “And 
the more the case is dragged 
out the more attention we 
get." 

“This is the ultimate 
irony.” Hamlin agreed 
“Surely, it proves that the 
best way to defeat Coliip is to 
let him speak wherever he 
likes. His ideas are so abhor 
rent that the more he is al 
lowed to express them, the 
less support he will receive.” 

Ennis commented: “If only 
Skokie had let these people 
parade there would have 
been about 40 Nazis and 
hardly anyone turning out to 
cheer them. Now emotions 
have been stirred up around 
the country and the Nazis 
have benefited enormously.”

To move away from this 
capitalist-oriented system of 
education, Zambia has intro¬ 
duced “Education for Devel 
opment ", a revolutionary 
system of education in line 
with the country’s humanist 
revolution of society.

1964 
when Zambia became inde 
pendent, the Zambians al 
ways criticized the education 
program. Under colonialism, 
too few Zambians had access 
to education. 

After independence, the 
criticism shifted to the sys¬ 
tem not being right for free 
Zambia. It was designed 
more for a white-collar life 
than for manual labor. 

In 1969. the country’s ruling 
parly, the United National 
Independence Party (UNIP) 
resolved that the system 
should be dropped and re¬ 
placed by a truly Zambia one 
After more than seven'year.s 
of reflection, the Ministry of 
Education has now produced 
a new program for the new 
generation of Zambians 

The scheme, completely 
changing the direction and 
orientation of traditional 
schooling, will work towards 
a compulsory 10-year educa 
tional system for all eligible 
children above the age of 
seven

The system will make a 
break from the present cate 
gories of primary, secondary 
and higher education. Educa 
tion will be divided into three 
stages — the first comprising 
basic education from grade 
one to 10, the second stage 
from grade 11 to 12 and thg 
third will be a post-grade 12 
course. 

The expansion program at 
all levels of the current sys¬ 
tem will allow for the higher 
intake of pupils. Under the 
scheme, the present grade 
one to seven calendar will 
comprise four terms of about 
tl weeks each, making about 
44 weeks per school year. 

The present grade eight to 
10 will receive radical 
changes in calendar and 
school organization to giye 
full effect to the principle of 
study and work. The school 
year will be divided into four 
terms, each followed by a 
rest period of one week. Each 
school week will comprise 
five and a half days, includ¬ 
ing Saturday. 

Grade eight to 10 intake 
will follow a program com 
prising two terms of in-school 
education and two terms of 
out-school education per 
year. This will mean that two 
classes at the same level can 
alternate usage of facilities 
while increasing the number 
attending. 

Basic education will pre 
pare students for vocational 
fields while giving back¬ 
ground for students progess- 
ing to the second stage — 
grade 11 and 12. 

The second stage will con¬ 
tain a large number of differ 
ent programs, each of which 
will prepare students for a 
specialized occupation while 
improving general education. 

For more classrooms, the 
government will take over 
stuctures belonging to absen 
tee landlords which will be 
converted into classrooms 
and teachers’ houses. 

To finance the program, 
the government has proposed 
that schools, to a certain ex 
tent* should be self-reliant, 
while workers throughout the 
country will be asked to make 
a contribution through the 
.national education levy 
(taxes on individual earnings 
and on business profits) 

The government has also 
proposed that no Zambian 
children will be sent abroad 
for educational purposes 
unless given special perniis 
sion. as in the case of children 
of diplomats.

THE INEVITABILITY of serious comparison was 
never questioned from the very moment the RCMP got 
into hot water through the over-zealous application of 
their official, or non-official duties. A Canadian Wa 
tergate. or, as one wag put it in Parliament the other 
day, a scandal that would make Watergate look like 
the two-bit burglary that ol’ Richarty^ilhaus claimed 
It to be all along. 

There are those, of suspicious minds, who claim 
the whole RCMP affair is a carefully-orchestrated 
diversion created by the Liberals to relieve mounting 
pressure brought on by their bungling of the country's 
finances. The theory being that the heat engendered 
from the Mountie caper would be somewhat less than 
the hostility now raging ft the fiscal Incompetence of 
the Grits. After all, the ballyhooed unity bit has just 
about run its course and the public opinion polls 
proved that this diversion was a very successful ploy 
on the part of Pierre Trudeau's government 

The Liberal defence of the RCMP actions, legal or 
otherwise, does have some merit and the civil liberties 
group notwithstanding, many Canadians will accept 
the government explanation without serious reserva 
tion. Prime Minister Trudeau claims that because of 
the serious international terrorist campaign, the hi¬ 
jackings, kidnappings, murders, etc., Canada must 
have the capability to ferret out the thugs and to 
uncover any heinous plots being hatched against 
Canada or against Canadians. Therefore, he is saying 
the ends justify the means and we should be proud of 
the work of the senior Canadian constabulary force. 


IT IS DIFFICL'LT to argue against such theory, if 
this happened to be the sum total of shady involve 
ment. However, it is not. Illegal police surveillance or 
harrassment of the Parti Quebecois, for instance, can 
not be tolerated in any way. The party is perfectly 
legal to operate within our democratic society and 
while there might be something far short of national 
public acceptance of their aims, ideals and methods, 
they should not be subject to illegal police investiga¬ 
tion. 

The surreptitious planting of listening devices in 
members' offices can never be condoned, nor ex¬ 
plained away by any excuses. It is hard to envisage the 
RCMP being so palpably stupid in this regard, but 
remember, millions at first refused to believe that 
Richard Nixon's party had anything to do with the 
Watergate break-in. 

Two major considerations must be made in the 
Canadian brouhaha. First, how much, if any, of a 
coverup has been perpetrated by ministers of the 
crown, including the number one minister, Trudeau? 
If Francis Fox, or his solicitor-general predecessor 
Warren Allmand. knew nothing of the clandestine 
police activities, then there has to be charge of serious 
negligence on their parts. Surely we should be correct 
In assuming they should have their fingers on the pulse 
of any such activity. 

If they did have the necessary information and 
withheld it from Parliament, then indeed the govern 
ment should fall as a direct result. The argument that 
all RCMP activities should be above reproach is, 
naturally, spurious. If illegalities are condoned in 
high places, how can we condemn them in low places? 


THE OTHER MAJOR consideration has to be the 
RCMP itself. The present unpleasantries surrounding 
the force should in no way obliterate the tremendous 
good done by this policing body for many long years, 
the RCMP record has been one of the most exemplary 
of any major police force in the world and Canadians 
should be damned well proud of the accomplishments 
on their behalf. 

It would seem to be absolutely necessary, there¬ 
fore, to change the structure in such a manner that the 
whole RCMP body would not be forced to stand the 
gaff because of the actions of one segment. To this end, 
the government should even now be separating the 
general force from the special security section. It 
might even be wise to form a completely separate and 
new force in order to protect the RCMP as a whole. 

As it stands now, the average constable is undoub¬ 
tedly taking the heat for actions that had nothing to do 
with him or 90 per cent of his fellow officers. Their job 
is tough enough without having to suffer the ignominy 
of public taunts, barbs, innuendoes and disgrace. 

In summation, the scandal might well be the final 
nail in the Liberal coffin. The failure to control 
inflation, to ease unemployment, to keep the Canadian 
dollar even close to the American counterpart, should 
be more than valid reason to turf them out of office. If 
they come up guilty in the RCMP affair, the reason 
should be solidified to the point where they would have 
no chance for victory at the polls in 1978.

Mr. Nesbitt also finds that 
some of the trees have been 
' . chopped down, and in partic¬ 
ular mentions the one he saw 
' being planted by Lord 
Tweedsmuir in 1936 


In 1969, according to Eliza¬ 
beth Touchette's report in the 
Colonist, this tree, an English 
oak, was then flourishing. In 
the legend given on the sign 
now being replaced, this tree 
is number 4 in the grove. 
There's a very fine oak there 
now with that number — it's 
worth a second look anytime, 
whether It's John Buchan's 
tree 40 years on or not. 

Of the 29 trees planted be¬ 
tween 1927 and 1941, 25 sur¬ 
vive. Considering the difficu! 
ty of establishing new materi¬ 
al in the park, and the toll of 
wind and weather, surely the 
parks department should be 
congratulated. 

The deep concern of many 
citizens for their park gen¬ 
erally is illustrated by Mr. 
Nesbitt's article, and also the 
vigor with which they can 
respond when they feel it is 
threatened in any particular 
aspect. The association trusts 
that candidates for city coun¬ 
cil in the forthcoming elec¬ 
tion will duly take note

One of Glazier’s daggers was directed at Wright's 
I'ndersea Gardens in the Inner Harbor. Without referring 
to Wright’s ownership of that tourist attraction. Glazier 
inquired as to why a certain private establishment in the 
Inner Harbor had been granted a long-term lease when it 
was city council's policy to eventually phase out all leases at 
the Inner Harbor. 

Before Mayor Michael Young could point out that the 
lease in question was granted in 1972, long before Glazier or 
Wright were on council, Wright retaliated. 

He said Glazier obviously had intentions of getting on 
Wright’s board of directors, but added that "he hasn't got 
the smarts for it." 

There never has been any love lost between Glazier and 
Wright, but the few restraints both aldermen placed on 
themselves are fast giving way to all-out warfare. 

I think it’s safe to assume that Wright is seeking a seat 
on the Capital Region Board for two reasons. He needs the 
exposure for the mayoralty race two years from now and he 
wants to keep a close tab on Glazier. 

Glazier has already announced that he'll be challenging 
regional board chairman James Campbell for his chair¬ 
manship. Wright will do everything in his power to prevent 
that. He hasn't much confidence in Glazier and he makes 
■no bones about it. "

What is more, After Abra 
ham contains moments of po¬ 
etic truth unsurpassed, in my 
opinion, in Canadian English 
dramatic literature: for in¬ 
stance, the confrontation be¬ 
tween Wolfe and Townshend, 
after the former finds out 
about the latter's vitriolic- 
sketches of him; and, better 
still, that extraordinary mo¬ 
ment (and I wonder how 
many in the audience ima¬ 
gined at first that the actor 
playing Wolfe had blown his 
lines)? in which, amid a kind 
of “elected silence”, as 
Gerard Manley Hopkins 
phrased it, and the lucidity 
and peace of Heaven, Wolfe 
addresses Montcalm as 
“General James Wolfe” and 
Montcalm replies simply 
"Marquis”, a touch of genius, 
that uncanny exchange of 
identity in which, as Francois 
Mauriac puts it, the law of 
substituted love is active. 
Bravo, Messieur Chudley!

He seems to be well 
informed although he sometimes comes to his own, rather 
w ild conclusions. 

If I were Richards, I'd be a little peeved at the brazen 
altempts of some other candidates to get on council w ithout 
ever having attended a single council meeting. 

To put it quite bluntly, I have a hunch Joe wouldn't make 
for a half-bad alderman. Those who believe him to be a 
maverick, and there are many who do, should also consider 
that one man can’t do any harm. 

If the voters feel that any of the incumbents, or all of 
them, for that matter, haven't lived up to expectations, then 
they should kick them out. If, on the other hand, they are 
fairly satisfied with city council s performance, then, by all 
means, they should vote them all back into office. My role 
isn't to elect council. I try to keep a close eye on the 
aldermen and the mayor year-round and report in news 
stories and columns what, in my opinion is wrong, or 
sometimes, what’s right.

Exxon 

strikes 

oil 


ANCHORAGE (AP) — 
Exxon has struck oil with a 
wildcat well at Point Thomp¬ 
son, about 50 miles east of 
Prudlioe Bay on the North 
Slope. 

Exxon sjiokesman Bleu 
rlieathard said Tuesday the 
Jwell on the Beaufort Sea coast 
was drilled to a depth of more 
than 13,000 feet. An eight-hour 
test indicated a flow rate of 
2,300 barrels of oil a day with 
5,800 chbio^feet of gas a bar¬ 
rel. 

Acreage at the Point 
Thompson unit is shared by 26 
firms. Exxon began drilling 
on the *10,000-acre unit March, 
officials said. And the firm, 
also has applied for a state 
permit to drill another wildcat 
well loui' miles west of Point 
Thompson. 


A 5100 million pulp and saw¬ 
mill complex with an initial 
payroll of $12 million a year is 
to be built somewhere in B.C. 
during the next three years. 

Forests Minister Tom AVa- 
terland said Wednes<la.y the 
complex would be built by 
Doman Industries Ltd., Dun¬ 
can, in an area yet to be de¬ 
signated. 

The concept of the complex 
was made public earlier this 
year by Doman, who said that 
'such an operation would be 
built if a community on tide¬ 
water would lie willing to 
have It. 

It was Doman’s original in¬ 
tention to locate their expand¬ 


ed facilities near Cbwichan 
Bay but that location now ap¬ 
pears tp have been aban¬ 
doned. Nanaimo, Port Hardy 
and Squamish are being men¬ 
tioned as possible sites for the 
two mills but nedtlrer Doman's 
nor the government are com¬ 
menting on that aspect. 

The building of the two 
mills is a condition attached 
to the i-ecentiy-completed sale 
for $1,538,309 of timber rights 
in the Nootka, Rivers Inlet 
and Dean Public Sustained 
Yield zones. The sale was 
conducted by public tender. 

In announcing Doman as 
the winning bidder for the 
210,000 cunits of Crown 


timber, Waterland said the 
conditions regarding construc¬ 
tion - of the mill complex 
marked a first for B.C. 

"This is the first timber 
sale on the British Columbia 
coast in which Crown timber 
has been sold with the stipula¬ 
tion that the company is com¬ 
mitted to the provincial gov¬ 
ernment to build a large in¬ 
dustrial complex such as a 
pulp mill," Waterland said. 

Between them the highly- 
mechanized mills will employ 
494 workers and create 1,482 
"indirect jobs" in transport, 
supply and service industries. 

Ibe sawmill is scheduled to 
be completed by 1979 with the 


300 ton-a-day pulp mill on 
line in 1981. Capital invest¬ 
ment from now to 1980 will top 
the $60 million mark with 
a further $40 million ear¬ 
marked for provision of ma¬ 
chinery to produce finished 
newsprint. 

The pulp mill will be ther¬ 
mo-mechanical, the first of its 
kind to be built as an entlrely- 
new project. In B.C. Thermo¬ 
mechanical pulp mills do not 
use chemicals and therefore 
have no disruptive affluence 
to discharge- Several major 
companies have recently an¬ 
nounced therrncHmeelwinlcal 
pulp facilities that are being 
added to existing plants. 

"It creates employment, 


fills a void in industrial devel¬ 
opment. does not conflict with 
or damage any established 
sector of the forest industry 
and is environmentally ac¬ 
ceptable," he said. 

In addition to the $12 mil¬ 
lion annual payroll it has been 
estimated the complex will 
pay $700,000 a year in taxes to 
whichever municipality it’s lo¬ 
cated in, plus $1.4 million in 
provincial taxes and $2.4 
million in federal taxes. 

Estimated cash payout under 
Social Services taxes wffl be 
in the neighborhood of $2.4 
million a year. 

Doman Industries is a Ca¬ 
nadian company controlled 
and managed by Canadians.

Tourist comeback late, welcome 


VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Spokesmen for British Colum¬ 
bia’s tourist industry say a 
long-awaited increase in busi¬ 
ness has begun, following a 
disastrous year in 1976 that 
seeped'into the early months 
of 1977. 

Spokesmen in Vancouver, 
Victoria and Kelowna say the 
number of tourists began to 
increase in Auggust and the 
trend has continued. 

The number of tourists dur¬ 


ing 1976 declined two per cent 
from 1975 and although cur¬ 
rent conditions are far from 
booming,, the number of visi¬ 
tors to Vancouver is up eight 
to lb per cent from 1976 and 
industry observers expect 
almost six million people will 
haw visited the city area by 
the end of the year. Another 
2.25 million are expected to 
visit Victoria. 

Experts estimate that visi¬

VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Tourists from British Colum¬ 
bia will take $450 million 
more out of the province than 
will be spent by visitors com¬ 
ing here this year, Wayne 
Currie, deputy minister of 
tourism, said Tuesday. 

This outflow of funds is pro¬ 
portionately one of the hea¬ 
viest among the provinces, he 
added, because B.C. residents 
travel and spend more than 
the average Canadian. 

The increasing rate at 


which Canadians are spending 
money on holidays outside the 
country has the tourism in¬ 
dustry alarmed. The gloo¬ 
miest estimates are that the 
country’s travel deficit for 
this year might be above $2 
billion. 

Currie, speaking Tuesday to 
the annual meeting of the 
B.C. Hotel Association, said 
the tourism industry should 
convince B.C. residents to 
travel in their own province. 

“If we can convince just 


one in every 10 B.C. residents 
to stay in B.C. for holidays, 
the net deficit of $450 million 
could be reduced by 30 per 
cent,’’ he said.

Nixon attributed the im¬ 
provement to good weather 
and more acceptable ferry 
rates than last year. B.C. Fer¬ 
ries Corp. fares doubled in 
1976. 

Nixon said a week-long 
ferry strike which began on 
Thanksgiving weekend this 
year dashed hopes that Van¬ 
couver Island tourism reve¬ 
nue would reach 1975 levels. 

He said tourist operations 
on Vancouver Island were los¬ 
ing $250,000 miillion a day dur¬ 
ing the strike. 

He predicted tourist reve¬ 
nues on the island would be 
about $300 million this year. 

Industry spokesman say the 
number of visitors this year 
will t>e somewhere between 
1975 levels of 11.24 million and 
the 1976 figure of 10.97 mil¬ 
lion. 

The fall of the Canadian 
dollar has given a boost to the 
tourism industry as U.S. visi¬ 
tors find their currency 
stretching farther. 

Although B.C. tourism may 


be enjoying a comeback, a 
national committee of tourist 
executives has expressed con¬ 
cern about the industry’s 
long-term future. 

William Pattison, president 
of Delta Hotels and a commit¬ 
tee member, said: 

“We are trying to zero in on 
the fact that tourism is neces¬ 
sary to the country'. By the 
end of the century it is sup¬ 
posed to be Canada's largest 
industry.” 

The committee says prov¬ 
inces should concentrate on 


domestic travel, leaving 
foreign promotion to Ottawa. 
It wjants a national rating sys¬ 
tem for hotels and restau¬ 
rants, financial aid for reno¬ 
vating and building tourist ac¬ 
commodation and better 
package tours.

MOSCOW (L'PIl Red- 
faced Soviet railway officials 
say their new ER200 Super 
Express electric train will 
begin its inaugural passenger 
service this week at normal 
slow speeds. 

The ER200. capable of 
operating speeds of 125 miles 
per hour, was being put into 
service on the 434-mile Mos¬ 
cow-I^eningrad route at the 
same speed as regular trains. 

"The fast train will follow 
the usual schedule.'' a Soviet 
Railway .Ministry official 
said. 

Asked about Soviet news¬ 
paper reports last week that 
the ER200 train would begin 
high-speed service and trim 
nearly five hours off the usual j| 
eight-hour run, the official 
said: 

"The information of our 
newspapers is more like disin- j 
formation- because we never ; 
intended to launch this train 
with a high-speed run. It will j 
keep to the speed of normal 
trains.” 

He said that the test runs of 
the sleek bullet train were 
concluded last Friday and 
railway officials now wanted . 
to check out the ‘'comfort fa¬ 
cilities" of the 14-car train by 
hauling passengers at normal 
speeds. 

•'Next year we shall try to 
begin using this train at high 
speeds,” the official said. 

The Super Express has been 
under development in the So¬ 
viet Union for eight years and 
the train itself first rolled out 
of the car factory in Riga, La- 
tavia, in 1974. 

The train is ultimately in¬ 
tended to compete with airline 
service on the heavily tra- 
veiled Moscow-Len ingrad 
route — and if it ever does 
reach high-speed operation it 
should do so handsomely. 

Tt can take air passen¬ 
gers up to seven hours door-to- 
door from Moscow to Lenin¬ 
grad, and the Super Express 
was designed to zip from city 


centre to city centre in less 
than 3*2 hours.

Lagoon outfall threat 
to crabs—fisherman 


If a 1,200-foot sewage outfall 
Is built oft Esquimau Lagoon, 
commercial fishermitrt Scotty 
Neish will lose a lucrative 
source of income, he told 
members of the pollution con¬ 
trol board Wednesday. 

N'eish said he has for some 
years been taking crabs from 
the area where the outfall is 
due to discharge. 

"If this goes in there will be 
no crabs in that area," he 
*aid during a public hearing 
into ihe pollution control 
branch decision to grant a 
permit for the construction of 
the off!fa 11. 

Neish said that contrary to 
popular opinion, crabs will not 
take anything but fresh bait. 
Irraddition. said Neish, new 
1 data shows that domestic sew¬ 
age is not nutritious for fish, 
as has been claimed * at 
\ arious times. 

The Internannal Salmon 
Commission has released new 
scientific and biological data 
"which proves beyond any 
doubt that domestic sewage 
from residences- is not nutri¬ 
tious and not conducive to 
fish.” Neish told the lioard. 

Neish said detergents and 
chemicals used in households 
for oven cleaning and other 
purposes make the sewage 
harmful.. 

N'eish challenged a report 
by Dr, Derek Ellis of the Uni¬ 
versity of Victoria biology de¬ 
part ment which said the pro- 
l>osed outfall would have only 
minor impact on the marine 
ecosystem. 


Originally Ellis had opposed 
the outfall, but withdrew ob¬ 
jections alter UVic students 
made a study of the area and 
of a similar outfall which dis¬ 
charges Belmont Park wastes 
into the same general area. 

Neish said the tides men¬ 
tioned by F.flis do not occur 
at all times, ahd flushing ac¬ 
tion by tides would in fact be 
"negligible." 

Neish said he had drawn 
Ellis’ attention to the findings 
of }he salmon commission re¬ 
port. but that Ellis had "tried 
to stand the report on its 
head,” and insisted that 
domestic sewage was in fact, 
nutritious for fish. 

'The sad part of this is that 
this professor js teaching siu- 
dents at the university some 
of the things he is stating in 
his remark” said Neish. 

T find It hard to see a 
biologist trying to stand this 
salmon commission report on 
its head. It is the first scien¬ 
tific. biological evidence we 
have had on the effect of sew¬ 
age on fish, ”hnd we have 
needed it for a long time.” 

The hearing, which con¬ 
tinues today, got off to a 
rocky start. 

First of all Robert Price, 
appearing for the local Con¬ 
cerned Citizens group, de¬ 
manded that pollution control 
branch director William Ven¬ 
ables be called as a witness, 
so that he could establish his 
reasons for granting the per¬ 
mit.

Chairman Mackenzie, who 
did not rule out the possibility 
that Venables might be need¬ 
ed at some point in the hear¬ 
ing. decided that technical ex- 
peris and files available at 
the hearing would be enough 
for starters. 

Then Shirley Wilde of the 
Albert Head Ratepayers Asso¬ 
ciation challenged the appear¬ 
ance of Bob Hutcheson as 
counsel for the branch. 

Hutcheson, she noted, had 
first popped up ns counsel for

rent plans, but the board has 
only expressed "formal disap¬ 
proval, but not substantive op¬ 
position" to the plans. 

His motion drew support 
from Dr. Peter Banks, one of 
the most vocal opponents of 
the split plan, who said that 
the board had misrepresented 
the position of the hospital's 
medical staff.

If the population of the 
western communities war- 
runts a hospitd? one should 
be built out there, Banks said, 
but full medical services 
should continue to be avail¬ 
able at the present site. 

But others at the board 
meeting, mainly members of 
the hospital board, opposed 
the motion. 

The health minister could 
replace the whole board with 
people of his own choice or ig¬ 
nore the Victoria General 
Hospital board altogether 
while continuing to plan for 
the Helmcken Road hospital, 
they warned. 

The result could be no im¬ 
provements or renovations at 
the existing hospital site, and 
a facility built without local 
consultation at the new site. 

Said board treasurer Cliff 
Horwood: "A lot of people 
think the board has not been 
fighting, but the board has 
been fighting tooth and nail 
on many issues pertaining to 
the new hospital." 

"We feel that they have 
made some very bad deci¬ 
sions subsequently to deciding 
on the location, and it is those 
decisions the board has been 
fighting once the decision on 
location was lost.” 

Former board member 
M a j . ' Charles Goodman 

suggested that the society 
should co-operate with plan¬ 
ning for the new facility, and 
once ihat has been ac¬ 
complished, should enter an¬ 
other phase of the fight, this 
• one to keep acute-care medi- 
, cal services ai the present 
site. 


That sentiment was embod¬ 
ied in a new motion by Banks, 
and accepted as a substitute 
by Kaellis. 

Tlie new motion says the 
society is in sympathy with 
the concept of a hospital for 
rhe western communities, but 
is "adamantly opposed” to 
the closure of Victoria Gen¬ 
eral as an acute-care facility 
on its present site. 


After board members com¬ 
plained that the motion did 
not specify whether they 
should continue to actively 
participate in the planning of, 
the Helmcken Road facility, 
Banks said it was purposely 
vague to permit the lioard 
"freedom of action as its con¬ 
science dictates.” 

The motion eventually 
passed by a vote of 32 to two, 
with six abstentions. 

That was about the same 
margin by which a subse¬ 
quent motion to censure 
McClelland for his handling of 
the affair was defeated. Oppo¬ 
nents of that mol ion said 
MLAs and Hty council who 
did not speak up against the 
projiosal were just as much to 
blame as the health minister. 


Saanich aldermen have 
been asked to take the unusu¬ 
al stesp of cancelling a 20-year 
local improvement charge. 

The charge has been levied 
since 1972 against 230 proper¬ 
ty owners on both sides of 
Swan Creek between Douglas 
and Glanford. 

But because the municipal¬ 
ity has failed to abide by a 
commitment to develop a rec¬ 
reational area and enhance 
the creek, residents want to * 
be reimbursed for money al¬ 
ready paid and to be exempt¬ 
ed from further payments. 

The issue, sparked by a let¬ 
ter from former Saanich 
assessment department em¬ 
ployee R. E. Shandley, 627 
Kent, has prompted council’s 
finance committee to ask for 
an opinion from municipal so¬ 
licitor' Douglas Patterson on 
the legality of cancelling the 
charge. 

Shandley claims there are 
many incidental reasons 
which do nothing to enhance 
the bylaw: 

• The deplorable condition 
of the creek. 

• The bylaw makes no 
provision for any enhance¬ 
ment of the creek — only the 
acquisition of property. 

• Many property owners 
being taxed for the land ac¬ 
quisition are hundreds of feet 
from the creek and in no way 
benefit from Its presence. 

"This Is the only local im¬ 
provement park acquisition 
bylaw in existence in Saan¬ 
ich," Shandley said, noting 
that all other parks have been 
paid for by all taxpayers. 

He said it was unfair that 
230 property owners should be 
taxed to provide a park tor 
the approximately 42,000 
orher properties in the mu¬ 
nicipality. 

Several council members, 
including Mayor Ed Lum, 
saidithey agreed with Shand- 
ley’s arguments. 

“I feel we have to give 
serious consideration to reim¬ 
bursing these people," Lum 
said. 

The original intent was to 
develop a park and create an 
artificial lake north of 
McKenzie for use by can¬ 
oeists. he explained. 

But. because there Is tnow 
insufficient water from the 
Blenkinsop Valley drainage 
basin, the planned improve¬ 
ments could not be developed, 
he said. 

"The creek is a hell of a 
mess now." he said. "tV*e 


haven’t lived up to our com¬ 
mitment and we’re not going 
to be able to meet It." 

Lum, a member of the 
council which authorized the 
local Improvement, said "we 
had the full backing of the 
area residents on the under¬ 
standing improvements would 
be carried out." 

He was supported by aider- 
men Fred Severson and David, 
Paterson w-ho argued that 
council’s original decision had 
not been honored. 

Treasurer Roy Broughton 
contended the work specified 
in the bylaw had been carried 
out "as it only covered the 
property acquisition and 


makes no mention of plans for 
the land." 

Cancelling a local improve¬ 
ment charge could set a dm- 
gprous precedent, he warned. 

He said the total cost of the 
Improvement was $27,09$. 
Commuted payments amount¬ 
ed to $7,709 on 44 properties 
with the balance of $22,389 fin¬ 
anced through the Municipal 
Finance Authority and re¬ 
payable over a 20-year period 

In addition to seeding a 
legal opinion, aldermen also 
requested from parks ad¬ 
ministrator Frank Andrews 
an estimate of the cost of al¬ 
ternative improvements to the 
property.

The only area where reve¬ 
nues were down significantly 
was in rezoning tees, licences 
and building permits. 

The depressed housing mar¬ 
ket was attributed by Cass as 
the cause for a $90,000 drop in 
anticipated revenue. 

Last year. Saanich- un- 
derspent its $32.1 million bud¬ 
get by $1 million.

in robbery 


A 29-year-old Victoria man 
was found not guilty late 
Wednesday nighi by a county 
court jury ol robbery with v i¬ 
olence and extortion and ex¬ 
tortion In the city last April 
18 . 

The jury deliberated six 
hours and 15 minutes before 
returning the verdict, in lavor 
of Richard Victor Fraser. 

The crown had charged that 
Fraser, in the company ol an¬ 
other* man. lurced Jerry Fox 
to hand over a wallet contain¬ 
ing 5»21 and to make a tele¬ 
phone call-to his brother seek¬ 
ing further money. 

Eraser said he was. pushed 
and hit by Fox and denied 
talcing the wallet with the 
money or forcing him to 
make the phone call. 


Mrs. Crossman went to 
Stewart in 1962 with a facial 
skin problem, and found the 
drug he prescribed to lie ef¬ 
fective in controlling it. She 
did no trume to him whn 
the prescription ran out. 

Instead she continued to ob¬ 
tain the drug without a pre¬ 
scription. at halt the price, 
from a salesman who supplied 
her doctor-employer with his 
office requirements. 

Anderson said Stewart was 
not aware that his patient was 


obtaining the drug in - this 
manner. 

Stewart said he was told at 
a medical convention that in 
some patients the long-term 
use of the drug could cause 
permanent blindness or near 
blindness, and on his return 
called in all patients he had 
been treatng with it. He ar¬ 
ranged to have their eyes ex- 
ainined lor presence of the 
drug. 

The results then were nega¬ 
tive for Mrs. Crossman. 


Anderson noted that .she 
saw Stewart several times in 
1963, but that he did not pre¬ 
scribe the drug. She continued 
to obtain it through the medi¬ 
cal salesman. 

When she returned to her 
doctor in 1965. he placed her 
on a program using the drug 
for six months. In April. 1966. 
signs of irreversible retinal 
damage were discovered. 

Anderson ruled that Mrs. 
Crossman's eyes would not 


have been damaged had her 
consumption of the drug been 
limited to the dosage pre¬ 
scribed by Stewart. 

In making the award, the 
judge found that Stewart had 
not warned the woman of the 
dangers involved in prolonged 
use of the drug, but said that 
it was foolhardy in the ex¬ 
treme tor a reasonable pa- 
* tient to obtain and continue in 
use prescription drugs without 
consulting iter doctor.

PENTICTON (CP) - The 
B.C. labor movement pledged 
Wednesday to throw its full 
support behind public service 
unions that choose to defy the 
new Essential Services Dis¬ 
putes Act. 

Delegates to the B.C. Feder¬ 
ation of Labor’s convention 
gave unanimous support to a 
policy statement urging unit¬ 
ed action against “Social 
Credit's anti-labor legisla¬ 
tion." 

The vote on the policy state¬ 
ment followed an emotional 
debate about the govern¬ 
ment’s Essential Services Dis¬ 
putes Act, passed two weeks 
ago at an emergency session 
of the B.C. legislature. It re¬ 
stricts the right of public ser¬ 
vants to strike. 

The policy statement said 


the trade union movement 
would boycott the activities of 
the Essential Service advisory 
Body established under the 
bill. Labor groups will also 
boyeptt the activities of any 
fact-finders appointed under 
the act to invesigate a dis¬ 
pute. 

Instead, the federation will 
establish its own emergency 
services advisory council 
“composed of representatives 
of the federation executive 
council and unions involved in 
the delivery of emergency 
services. 

“This council will guarantee 
the continued delivery of 
those emergency services in 
line with the practice of the 
trade union movement.” 

John Fryer, general secre¬ 
tary of the B.C. Government 


Employees Union, receiv ed "a" 
standing ovation when he said 
public servants had always 
maintained services essential 
to the health and safety of the 
public “and we don't need to 
be reminded about what our 
responsibilities to the public 
are because we are the peo¬ 
ple. 

“We will decide, as the 
workers who provide these 
services, which ones continue 
and which ones don’t.” 

A Canadian Union of Public 
Employees delegate received 
thunderous applause when he 
said, “We have had enough, 
the government has put our 
back to the wall and now we 
are coming back fighting.” 

Delegates were told they 
could not afford to be compla¬ 


cent about scaring unemploy¬ 
ment because they might be 
the next to be hit. 

They’ endorsed a . policy 
statement recommending the 
establishment of “store-front 
type unemployment offices in 
various communities through¬ 
out the province to organize 
community groups and regis¬ 
ter the unemployed.” 

The federation said it would 
compile its own statistics on 
the extent of unemployment 
and then lobby the provincial 
and federal governments for 
full-employment policies. 

Some delegates advocated 
massive demonstrations to 
draw public attention to the 
plight of the unemployed. 

“We should take the battle 
out to the sreets, not in a 


raving maniacal fashion but 
In a dignified expression of 
civil disobedience,” said a 
delegate from the United Fi¬ 
shermen and Allied Workers 
Union. 

A policy statement drafted 
by' the federation’s special 
committee on unemployment 
proposed the organization of 
community groups, union 
members and the unemployed 
"with a view to a massive 
rally at the opening of the 
legislative assembly early in 
1978.” 

The jjolicy statement ad¬ 
vised unions to negotiate for 
strong contract clauses pro¬ 
tecting them from the effects 
of technological change. 

“There is not one single job 
that is immune to the effects 
of technological change.” 




Chretien introduces hill 


$9 billion loan sought 


OTTAWA (CP) - Finance 
Minister Jean Chretien in¬ 
troduced legislation in the 
Commons Wednesday that 
would give the government 
authority to borrow up to $9 
billion. 

The proposal is part of the 
legislation to put into effect 
measures contained in the 
March 31 budget announced 
by then finance minister Don¬ 
ald Macdonald and In the Oct. 
JO financial statement by his 
successor. Chretien. 

The request for new borrow¬ 
ing authority comes on top of 
a S7 billion authority to bor¬ 
row that the government re¬ 
ceived in March this year. 
New borrowing is needed to 
rover the government's grav¬ 
ing deficit and for contingen¬ 
cies, including shoring up the 
sagging value of the dollar, fi¬ 
nance department officials 
said. 

Max Saltsman. NDP fi¬ 
nance critic, said the new bor¬ 
rowing request indicates “an 
incredible blunder” by fi¬ 
nance officials in their fore¬ 
casts about the economy. 
More shocking is that despite 
huge borrowing by the gov¬ 


ernment. there seems to be no 
effect in reducing unemploy¬ 
ment. 

Progressive Conservative fi¬ 
nance critic Sinclair Stevens 
noted that the request for an 
additional $9 billion is about 
20 per cent of the govern¬ 
ment's estimated spending of 
$45 billion in the current fin¬ 
ancial year ending next March 
31. That means 20 per cent of 
federal spending is being fin¬ 
anced “on the cuff’ by bor¬ 
rowing, and for a private 
operation that would lead to 
bankruptcy, he said.

The eight-year-old brown 
gelding Wednesday became 
the first triple winner of the 
current meet, scoring a one- 
length victory in the six and a 
hall furlong fourth race. 

It was also the third win in 
as many starts for tlie Wendy 
Fisher owned and trained 
thoroughbred, and fourth win 
in his last five outings. 

"He’s done very well for us 
this year, particularly since 
we lost our top three-year-old 
early in the Exliibition Park 
season.” Wendy said, refer¬ 
ring to Deadeye Dick, who 
broke down in his second 
start this year at the Van¬ 
couver track. 

Eldest daughter of Langley 
owners Frank and Edie Fish¬ 
er, Wendy said following the 
race that Charlie's Capri is 
near matching the achieve¬ 
ments of the Fisher-owned In 
Advance (five straight wins) 
and Sir Max (four in a row) 
at Sandown meets a few 
years ago. 

‘‘We’ve done very well here 
over the years.” Edie Fisher 
added, "a* our horses take to 
the ’kind’ track.” 

The Fishers have two other 
horses here, four-year-old Ask 
Your Mom, entered in the fea¬ 
ture race Friday, and three- 
year-old Buckon, a disappoint¬ 
ment so far and probably 
through for the year. 

Wednesday'* win pushed 
the 1977 earnings of Charlie's 
Capri close to S5.000 and 
boosted his-1977 record to four 
wins, two seconds and three 
thirds in 16 starts, slightly 
ahead of his 1976 pace of 3-3-2 
in 17 outings. 

Running at the $2,500 claim¬ 
ing price in Vancouver. Char¬ 
lie's Capri didn't hit the win¬ 
ner’s circle until Sept. 26, 
then followed his initial victo¬ 
ry of the year with a six-place 
finish in an Oct. 3 test. 

He won at six and a half 
furlongs on opening day at 
Sandown and edged Triple 
Two by a nose in a one-mile 
test on Oct. 26.

He's a 
timid sort but loves to run.” 

• Charlie's Capri also has had 
the experience of jockey Alan 
Cuthbertson to draw from and 
the veteran was at the on- 
trols Wednesday, nabbing the 
lead at the half-mile pole and 
hanging on in the stretch to 


hold olf fast-charging Jan- 
drew and Billy Little Bear.

Red Sox’ sale vote delayed 

Court suit pending 


•BOSTON’ f API — An Ameri¬ 
can League vote on sale of the 
Boston Red Sox wax post¬ 
poned indefinitely Wednesday 
because of a pending court 
suit by an Ohio-based con¬ 
glomerate that wants to buy 
the baseball team. 

League owners were sche¬ 
duled to vote today on pro¬ 
posed sale of the franchise, 
for $15 million, by the estate 
of the late Thomas A. Yawkey 
to a group headed by new Red 
Sox general manager Hay¬ 
wood Sullivan and former 
team trainer Edward (Buddy) 
LeRoux. 

However, A-T-O Inc. of 
Ohio, owner of Rawlings 
Sporting Goods, is seeking an 
injunction in probate court 
here, claiming its $18.75- 
million bid for the team 


should have been accepted. 

Twenty-four hours betore 
the AL vote, league president 
Lee MacPhail announced that 
the Yawkey estate sought a 
postponement 
A statement from the es¬ 
tate’s trustees indicated the 
league will not consider the 
sale until at least December. 

The franchise, meanwhile, 
will remain under the estate’s 
control. Sullivan, promoted by 
the trustees Oct. 24 from his 
jK^ras director of player per¬ 
sonnel. will direct the team's 
selections Friday in the free 
agent draft in New York. 

Sullivan was promoted the 
day the trustees-headed by 


Yawkey's widow. Jean Yaw- 
key — fired general manager 
Dick O'Connell and two of his 
top aides. 

Joseph LaCour. Mrs. Yaw- 
fcey’s lawyer and an estate 
trustee, said Wednesday the 
league vote was postponed 
'•because it wasn't fair to ask 
the other owners to travel 
long distances to meet in New 
York with the suit unsettled, 
and we didn’t want to make 
the American League possible 
parties to the action." 

LaCour said the trustees 
hope the suit is settled by the 
end of the month and before 
the winter baseball meetings 
in Hawaii. 


Sullivan and LeRoux issued 
a statement saying purchase 
of the Red Sox "was bound to 
produce a number of prob¬ 
lems . . . and we are con¬ 
fident this one will also be 
solved soon.” 

The A-T-O suit claims the 
Yawkey estate is obliged to 
accept the highest bid for the 
team. A request for an injunc¬ 
tion halting sale of the team 
was denied Tuesday, but the 
case has been continued. 

The postponement of the

Yet the Philadelphia Phil¬ 
lies’ left-hander, who easily 
outdistanced Tommy John of 
Los Angeles Dodgers in the 
voting by the Baseball Writ¬ 
ers Association of America, 
remains a private man in the 
public eye. 

“With Lefty right now, his 
attitude is something like 
Frank Sinatra’s—all he feels 
he owes the public is a good 
performance,” Phillies 
catcher Tim McCarver said 
at one point this season. 

The 6-foot-5, 210-pound 
Carlton, who is away on a 
three-week hunting trip in 
British Columbia, enjoyed his 
best season since 1972 when 
he was 27-10 for a last-place 
team and was the unanimous 
Cy Young winner.

(Reuter) — A historian who 
claims to have found a son of 
Adolf Hitler said Tuesday the 
man had a striking resem¬ 
blance to the late Nazi dicta¬ 
tor. 

Werner Maser, a promin¬ 
ent researcher into Ger¬ 
many's Nazi period, said he 
could prove Jean Lore! was 
the Illegitimate son of Hitler 
and a Frenchwoman whose 
name he would not disclose. 


He told an interview er thal 
Hiller's offspring, a 59 year 
old father of nine children, 
"has a striking resemblance 
to Hitler when he is not wear¬ 
ing his spectacles.” But he 
said Loret did not wear a 
mustache, as Hitler did. 

Maser said Hitler met 
Lord's mother during the 
First World War in a village 
in northern -France in April. 
1916. and in March. 1918. she 
gave birth to a son. Jean 


Hitler learned of Ihc birth two 
months later, he added. 

The historian said Loret's 
mother abandoned her son 
and married another man 
four years after the child's 
birth. The boy was adopted 
bv a wealthy French family 
who sent him to good schools 
In 1936. I.o^et joined the 
French army. 

In July, 1940. Hitler or 
dered a search of the north 


ern French village in which 
the love affair flourished 
With much of Franee 
under German occupation, 
the Germans soon found 
mother and son. Maser said 
Hitler was informed, but did 
not want to see cither of 
them. 

His one time mistress , 
whose portrait Hitler had 
painted in oils in 1916.had 
become an alcoholic, the his¬

Doctors need people to test VD vaccine 


MONTREAL (CP) - Human 
volunteers are tne only valid 
way to test experimental 
gonorrhoea vaccines, says an 
American researcher who 
has personally tested his own 
vaccine. 


Microbiologist Charles 
Brinton told an international 
conference here that a team 
at the University of Pittsburg 
had developed a vaccine 
shown to be “safe and effec 
tive for the protection of 
human volunteers." 

f So far Brinton and a re¬ 
search colleague have been 
injected with the vaccine— 
the only experimental gun 
orrhoea vaccine known to 
have been tested on 
humans—and there are plans 
to produce it in larger quanti¬ 
ties and test it on 100 to 200 
volunteers soon. 

However. Brinton cau¬ 
tioned in an interview that 
even if ail went well with the 
forthcoming human tests, it 
would take several years for 
the vaccine to gel on the mar¬ 
ket. He said the vaccine 
would not provide absolute 
protection, but could "control 
the epidemic.'.' 

The rising world gonorr¬ 
hoea rate, particularly 
among young people, and the 
appearance in recent years of 
strains resistant to conven¬ 
tional doses of penicillin have 
Increased demand for such a 
vaccine 

However. Brinton noted it 
might not be well received, 
because some sectors in so¬ 
ciety might consider It a li¬ 
cence for promiscuity 

A speaker at the Interna¬

Commuter boats

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The Central Intelligence 
Agency says the Soviet Union 
has tripled the number of 
commercial firms and banks 
it owns in Canada and other 
Western and Third World 
countries since 1970 in an ef¬ 
fort to gain hard currencies 
and promote exports. 

The CIA report predicted 
that this Soviet drive would 
continue to grow, particular¬ 
ly establishment of additional 
ventures that would give the 
Soviet Union “access to fish¬ 
ing grounds that would other¬ 
wise be off limits.” 

The CIA report did not say 
whether it saw anything sin- 
ster In the Soviet moves, but 
implied that developments 
should be watched. 

"The banking, insurance, 
shipping and fishing concerns 
take their orders from appro¬ 
priate Soviet ministries," the 
CIA said. 

The report shows that the 
number of such firms— 
owned wholly by the Soviets 
or jointly with local stock¬ 
holders—mushroomed to SI 
by the end of 1976, compared 
with 28 in 1970. 

The companies are located 
in 26 countries, including 
Canada. 

"The driving force behind 
this rapid expansion has been 
Moscow's need to increase its 
hard currency earnings and 
to expand its commercial 
presence in the West," the 
report said. 

“Finally, Soviet-controlled 
marketing firms are more 
willing than Western agents 
to promote the sale of Soviet 
products, including establish¬ 
ing retail outlets, warehous 
ing facilities and technical 
service centres.” 

The CIA analysts said they 


expected the number of So 
vlel-controlled firms in thi 
West to continue to grow, 
w ith most of the expansion in 
marketing, shipping and fish 
ing operations. 

The report said the 81 So 
viet-controlled firms were In 
rated in Australia. Austria 
Belgium, Canada. Finland 
France, West Germany 
Italy. Japan, Luxembourg 
the Netherlands, Norway 
Spain, Switzerland, Sweden 
the United Kingdom. Camer 
oon. Ethiopia, Iran, Iraq 
Lebanon. Mozambique. Nige 
ria. the Philippines, Singa 
pore and the United States.

One of three Wilkinson 
Road Inmates who acted as 
negotiators during last 
Wednesday’s hostage taking 
incident appeared in Victoria 
provincial court Wednesday 
and asked Judge Blake Allan 
for a transfer to Oakalla. 

Ronald Tupholm was ap¬ 
pearing on one of his weekly 
interim remands on escape 
charges when he made his 
application for his appear¬ 
ances to be moved to the pro¬ 
vincial court in Burnaby. 

The application came as a 
surprise, because Tupholm 
had strenuously objected to 
the same application when it 
was made seven days earlier 
by crown counsel Nicholas 
Lang. 

On that occasion, Lang 
asked that Tupholm s next 
appearance be in Burnaby 
provincial court because act¬ 
ing director Harry Bacon of 
Wilkinson Road jail request¬ 
ed it on the grounds that Tu¬ 
pholm was a security risk. 
The application was made 
approximately 12 hours be¬ 
fore an incident at the jail in 
which a 24-year-old guard, 
Paul John Crozier Smith, 
was held bound with a hood 
over his head by another in¬ 
mate. who was later charged 
with unlawful confinement. 

During the six-hour 
drama. Tupholm, Edward

VANCOUVER (CP) - A 
33-year-old woman has been 
awarded 33.990 under the 
Criminal Injuries Compensa 
lion Act for injuries and men 
lal anguish suffered when she

Another Workers’ Compen¬ 
sation Board award of $4,990 
for loss of wages and injuries 
went to a 33-year-old Victoria 
man. shot in the abdomen 
and arm by a mentally unsta¬ 
ble man. 

A 24-vear-old Vancouver 
Island man who suffered a 
serious concussion when he 
was beaten outside a beer 
parlor was awarded $3,300. 


King Krobel and John Fraser 
acted as negotiators for the 
inmates. 

Tupholm. at that time, ob¬ 
jected to the application be 
cause his family had just 
been moved over to Victoria, 
he said. Tupholm also sug 
gested lhat the reason prison 
authorities wanted him 
moved was because he was 
on the prisoners’ committee 
and was probably “saying 
too much" as far as the au¬ 
thorities were concerned. 

Judge Harold Alder denied 
Lang's motion and ordered 
Tupholm remanded at the 
Vancouver Island Regional 
Correction Centre until this 
week's interim appearance. 

However, during Wednes¬ 
day's appearance, Tupholm 
immediately tftked for the 
move, telling the court that 
he had had “problems with 
prison staff since last week,” 
and that he had lost visiting 
privileges with his family 
since the hostage-taking. 

Lang supported the mo¬ 
tion, adding that the reason 
his application was turned 
down was that Tupholm op 
posed it vehemently. 

Allan then ordered Tu¬ 
pholm remanded until next 
week for appearance in Bur¬ 
naby provincial court 


A 26-year-old parolee will 
probably lose his remaining 
parole time as well as getting 
an additional 60 days in jail 
after he pleaded guilty to as 
saulting a peace officer and 
possession of marijuana 

Roy Wolfram Cenic, no 
fixed address, pleaded guilty 
to both charges, receiving a 
60-day sentence for the as¬ 
sault and a $150 fine or. in 
default.

Court was told he received 
a two-year jail term for the 
trafficking charge on June 6, 
1975, in Vancouver and a fur 
ther six months on Sept. 16 of 
that year in Chilliwack for 
the escape.

Main confirmed that Cenic 
was on mandatory parole su¬ 
pervision until Jan. 3, 1978. 
and said he had been out of 
prison for about three 
months

The surprise turn of events 
came In the third day of a 
libel action by Hartwig, 
owner of Diversified Hold¬ 
ings and Wigmar Construc¬ 
tion. against McKenzie. 

Hartwig's lawyer, Douglas 
Gray, told Mr. Justice D.E. 
Andrews in B.C. Supreme 
Court in Victoria that there 
had been "developments” 
since Tuesday, and asked 
that the libel action be ad¬ 
journed “to permit further 
discussion in the hopes of set¬ 
tling this matter." The ad¬ 
journment was granted. 


He also told Andrews that 
an apology had been re¬ 
ceived. 

Outside court. Gray de¬ 
clined to say whether "fur¬ 
ther discussion” involved a 
financial payment by 
McKenzie to Hartwig. 

McKenzie, in his letter to 
Hartwig, said he wished to 
apologize for his remarks 
published in the Victoria 
Times Feb. 22 concerning de¬ 
velopments by the two com¬ 
panies in the city and in par¬ 
ticular on Wharf Street. 

“I did not then and do not 
now have any reservations 
or complaints about the 
workmanship or quality of 
construction of any Hartwig 


projects and 1 recognize that 
Hans Hartwig has made a 
valuable contribution to the 
city In his work with our heri¬ 
tage buildings. 

“I unreservedly withdraw 
any impressions I may have 
created to the contrary and 
express my sincere regret to 
Mr. Hartwig and his com¬ 
panies for my comments. My 
only concern at the time, and 
I am sure was Mr. Hartwig's, 
was the proper development 
of the Inner Harbor area." 

McKenzie was reported as 
saying there had been "shod¬ 
dy workmanship” In connec¬ 
tion with Hartwig Court, the 
former Finlaysnn Building in 
the 1206-block Wharf, bought 


and renovated by his com¬ 
panies. 

Later, in pretrial examina¬ 
tion for discovery, McKenzie 
said he was referring to 
Nootka Court. He told court 
Tuesday that he was refer¬ 
ring to both Nootka Court and 
Hartwig Court. 

Neither the Times, nor its 
City Hall reporter Paul Moss, 
to whom the comments were 
made in an interview, was 
sued. 

The newspaper, which had 
printed some of the com¬ 
ments Hartwig complained 
of, published an apology a 
few days after the article, 
saying no disparagement was 
intended. 


McKenzie was in the midst 
of his testimony, and had yet 
to be cross-examined, when 
Wednesday's development 
occurred.

LAS PALMAS. CANARY 
ISLANDS — In Spain sitting 
atop a sleeping volcano? 

One thousand miles south 
of Madrid, 800 miles from 
Spain's coast and 80 miles 
from the hotly-contested, 
phosphate-rich Western (for¬ 
merly Spanish) Sahara, lie 
seven islands that represent 
two provinces of Spain. 

The islands, spread across 
2,807 square miles, were 
formed years ago from spec¬ 
tacular volcanic eruptions. 

The signs of the eruptions 
are still there: In Tenerife, 
the main port, the 12.000-foot 
high Teide Peak's volcano 
bubbles and boils, but under¬ 
ground. It looks alarming, 
but there is no serious con¬ 
cern. 

Las Palmas's Bandama 
crater is 1.100 yards in diam¬ 
eter and 800 feet deep but it, 
too, is extinct. 

In recent years some hava 
claimed the Guanches, the 
race that peopled the islands 
until Spain’s conquest 500 
years ago. is also extinct. 

But today a tiny, violent 
minority insists Guanche cul¬ 
ture does exist and is trying 
to resurrect it. And there are 
ominous political rumblings 
from the economically beset 
islands that could have im-

pact not only in Spain but on 
northern Africa and, per¬ 
haps, on the Western alliance 
as well. 

The tourist-paradise Is¬ 
lands still are reeling from 
rude awakenings that began 
in 1973. That year the decline 
in tourism caused by the 
worldwide energy crisis 
made Canarians realize the 
fragility of their tourism- 
based economy. 

Two years later an even » 
ruder shock occured. In De¬ 
cember, 1975, Spain ceded the 
Western Sahara to Morocco 
and Mauritania, thus psycho¬ 
logically turning the Can¬ 
aries Into a lonely Spanish 
outpost. The islanders soon 
realized they were strategi¬ 
cally vital amid Africa’s 
post-Angola destabilization 
and growing Sovtet-NATO ri¬ 
valries. 

But many of the Canaries’ 
1.5 million residents were 
especially irked that the 
•’Godos” (the derogatory 
Canaries term for Spaniards) 
ceded the Western Sahara 
without consulting the is-* 
lands. 

The reason: One-half of the 
Canaries' exports had gone to 
the Western Sahara. Those 
ties, which were more Impor¬ 
tant than those with “the 
peninsula" (Spain) were lost. 
So were lucrative rest and 


recreation stopovers by 
Spanish military and phos¬ 
phate-mine workers sta¬ 
tioned in the Sahara. 

Oil companies based here 
for explorations in the Sahara 
wound up operations. At the 
same time, the islands' 17 
percent unemployment rate 
was double Spain's national 
rate. 

Worse, the cession of the 
Sahara led to fears that the 
islands now were exposed to 
Moroccan domination or 
even annexation, fears not 
lessened by hordes of Moroc¬ 
can businessmen who poured 
in amid reports alleging that 
King Hassan had liberally 
sprinkled spies in their ranks. 
The cession also caused Alge¬ 
ria, which opposes Morocco 
and Mauritania on the Sa¬ 
hara, to use Its official air 
waves to unleash an exiled 
Spanish labor leader, Antonio 
Cubillo. 

Cublllo styles his “Move¬ 
ment for Self-Determination 
and Independence of the Can- 
aries Archipelago” 
(MPA1AC) after the Algerian 
Liberation Front. Via Radio 
Free Canaries, beamed from 
Algiers, he urges a “libera¬ 
tion struggle" to set up an 
independent “socialist" 
country, adopting a Canaries 
flag, and gives lessons in the 
defunct Guanche language — 


not to mention on making 
Molotov cocktails. 

In January, Cubillo, who. 
the Spanish government in¬ 
sists, is a paid Algerian 
agent, stepped up his terror¬ 
ism campaign: “We are 
going to be crueler than out 
(Spanish) friends,” he de¬ 
clared. 

Then came the 25 per cent 
devaluation of the Spanish 
peseta. Businessmen esti¬ 
mate this cost the island 15 
billion pesetas, since nearly 
all the islands’ goods are im¬ 
ported. It also encouraged 
record-breaking “nonqua¬ 
lity” (bargain hunting) tour¬ 
ism. Increasingly, tourism 
seems to be the goose that 
laid — and ate — the Can¬ 
aries' golden egg. 

The Islands’ chief Indus- 
tries are tomatoes, bananas, 
and tourism. Fifty-two per 
cent of the island depends on 
tourism. But tourism usurps 
10 per cent of the potential 
agriculture and industrial 
space and has led to a weak 
and fragile economy. 

The avalanche of building 
hotels and tourist condomin¬ 
iums has wreaked havoc with 
the scarce, privately-owned 
water supply. Water com¬ 
panies here charge exorbi¬ 
tant rates which have hurt 
industry.

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Crime serious problem in Walled City

HONG KONG (UPI) - 
Kowloon's Walled City K six 
acres of squalor containing 
anywhere from 50.000 to 80. 
000 people, a place of misery 
and neglect where rats are as 
big as cats and where intrud 
era are not welcome. 

The Walled City technically 
belongs to China but is local 
ed in British-administered 
Hong Kong. Jetliners pass 
directly above it landing at 
Kaitak airport. 

Chances are that that is the 
closest most visitors will get 
to the Walled City, where rats 
scamper along dark passage 
ways laced by open sewage 
canals and the skeletal fig 
ures of human beings 
blanched By heroin squat in 
the shadows. 

Eleven years ago. 22 year 


old Brjton Jackie Pullinger. 
fresh from the Royal College 
of Music, came to the Walled 
City as a part-time misson 
ary. She has been there ever 
since. 

Refused work here by a 
number of missionary org'a 
ni/ations because her train 
ing was in music (oboe and 
piano) and her religion sim 
ply "Christian.” Miss Pul 
linger set out on her own to 
help Hong Kong's morally 
and socially deprived. 

She has long since moved 
out of the Walled City to an 
apartment on Hong Kong Is 
land but Miss Pullinger still 
makes daily visits there and 
to nearby resettlement os 
tales where the government 
has relocated hundreds of 
thousands of hillside squat 
ters. 


' It s changed a lot." she 
said during a stroll through 
alleyways where windows 
are shuttered behind glowing 
joss sticks and diners cluster 
in filthy street stalls. 

But there are still so 
many who need help.’’ 

Seyeral old women squat in 
a doorway. Miss Pullinger 
stopped and touched each on 
the head, saying in perfect 
Cantonese. "Jesus loves 
you.” 

"Those women sell girls 
into prostitution.’’ she said. 

The old women gave only a 
token flicker of recognition to 
the missionary and their eyes 
said. “We know you're trying 
to help but it's too late.” 

For the past two years Miss 
Pullinger and two American 
missionaries. Rick and Jean 
Williams, have operated two 


apartments in the fashion 
able mid-levels section of 
Hong Kong nou n as 
"Houses of Stephen.” 

Each flat is manned by two 
live-in volunteers and is 
equipped to handle 20 drug 
addicts in the rehabilitation 
process. Expenses are met 
by donations to the Society of 
Stephen 

Mrs. Williams said the cure 
rate was probably less than 
50 percent, but an official of 
the government-subsidized 
Society for the Aid and Reha 
bilitation of Drug Addicts 
said that was a good average 
compared to that of other 
programs, t 

One who did make it was 
Tony Yip. now in his 30s. an 
addict, thief and drug pusher 
at 17 and a member of the 
Triads. Asia's equivalent to 


the Mafia. He doesn't re¬ 
member how many times he 
was in jail. 

Two years after meeting 
Miss Pullinger, he considers 
himself totally rehabilitated 
He is sensitive, creative and 
pursuing a new career as a 
hair stylist. 

”1 got a good deal,” he 

says. 

"There is no guarantee that 
any of them will stay off 
drugs." Mrs. Williams said. 
"The important thing is 
keeping them out of the en 
vironment where they began 
using them.” 

The police say officially 
that crime in the Walled City 
is no more prevalent than 
elsewhere in the colony. But 
Miss Pullinger and others 
don't agree. 

"Yes. the drug divans are 


dosed and drug trafficking 
has decreased substantially 
all over Hong Kong in the last 
two years." Miss Pullinger 
said. 

But she insists drug abuse 
and related crimes remain a 
serious problem in the Walled 

City.

I.ast spring Tad Bourquin 
was wandering around Vic¬ 
toria looking for a shop in 
which to complete a wood¬ 
working project he had in 
mind. 

He,couldn't come up with a 
place to work, but he did find 
an idea for a business. 

And he called that idea 
Tools ri Space. 

That is exactly what he is 
providing. 

A shop at 338 Catherine 
Street in Victoria West with 
3.600 square feet of space is 
equipped w|th just about 
every hand and power tool a 
carpenter could need, and the 
shop rental fee includes free 
use of all those tools, 

"There are a lot of people 
In the city who live in apart- 
melWs and condominiums 
with no place at all to do any 
work,” Bourquin said in an 
interview. 

"I decided that if I needed 
work space and couldn't find 
it, a lot more people must be 
in the same spot." 

Cost of the shop space 
ranges from $4.75 for a one- 
hour rental to $1.38 an hour 
for a block of 200 hours within 
a 12-month period. 

Anyone using the shop Is 
required to take a lesson in

shop safety before being let 
loose. 

Bourquin said that in addi¬ 
tion to the provision of space 
and tools, people using the 
shop will also find qualified 
people on hand to offer advice 
and help. 

For novices there is an 
eight-session course designed 
to introduce them to basics of 
woodworking. 


Bourquin himself is a 
woodworker. His partner, 
Charles Middleton, is a me¬ 
chanical engineer with a de¬ 
gree in business administra 
tion. In addition, courses are 
taught by John Davidson, 
who has 10 years' experience 
as a woodwork teacher, and 
journeyman carpenter Ron 
Lowsley. 

“We il help with any part of 


a project including material 
purchase and laying out 
pieces to make the best use of 
lumber," Bourquin said. 

Although the shop has been 
open little more than a week, 
Bourquin said the response 
had been tremendous. 

Two novice courses are 
half full, and about 100 in¬ 
quiries have been received 
about open shop time.

About half of the members, 
he said, are over 40, and 
about half of them are 
women. 

“Some people, of course, 
have a lot of experience and 
just need the shop time, but 
novices will get a full course, 
including basics about how to 
buy lumber, how it is sold, 
and how to calculate board 
measure.’’

Canadians advised 


Eat less fat 


TORONTO (CP) - A feder 
al health committee has re¬ 
commended that Canadians 
consume lets tat, cholesterol, 
salt, refined sugar and alco¬ 
hol and more whole grain 
products, fruit and vegeta¬ 
bles, says the dean of 
McMaster University medi¬ 
cal school in Hamilton. 

Dr. J. Fraser Mustard, also 
the chairman of the federal 
committee on diet and car¬ 
diovascular disease set up by 
the department of health and 
welfare, said the committee 
found more of the fat eaten 
should be polyunsaturated, 
which are mainly fats from 
vegetable sources. 

The federal ministry, 
which endorsed the commit¬ 
tee's dietary approach, has 


recommended that no more 
than 35 per cent of daily calo¬ 
ries should be in the form of 
fat and Canadians should eat 
linoleic acid, an unsaturaled 
oil found in sunflower seeds. 

The committee has urged 
the establishment of a nutri¬ 
tion advisory body composed 
of consumers, representa¬ 
tives of the food and market¬ 
ing industries, agriculture 
and fisheries, government 
and professionals interested 
in nutrition.

It's been relegated to the 
pie plate for so lortg that 
North Americans aren’t even 
aware that pumpkin may be 
one of the more enduring food 
contributions this contin 
enthas made to the world. 

Delicious as it is baked in a 
crust with cinnamon, nut¬ 
meg, ginger, molasses, rich 
milk, eggs and sugar, pump 
kin can be an even more in 
triguing food when treated 
more like a vegetable and 
less like a fruit. 

Recipes for savory pump 
kin soups abound in Europe, 
one of the more spectacular 


versions being a specialty of 
Paul Boeuse’s luxury restau 
rant in Lyon. 

Pumpkin soup is a favorite 
in the Caribbean, where it is 
often ladled from the hollow 
shell and garnished with avo¬ 
cado. Mexicans love pump 
kin, including the seeds, 
which are ground with jala 
pena peppers for a fiery taco 
sauce. 

Italians have learned that 
pumpkin has a special affin 
ity for garlic. In North Africa 
pumpkin is often an element 
of cous cous. And in Morocco 
you'll find pumpkin in a stew 
with chicken and apples and 
green olives, seasoned with 



fresh corrjander and a hint of 
hot pepper 

But even giving credit for 
inventive foreign uses, 
pumpkin is still a solid North 
American food. Indians from 
Massachusetts to Virginia 
were found using it when the 
first settlers arrived. They 
boiled and baked it, made it 
into soup, even dried and 
ground it for preparing a sort 
of bread 

It took English settlers with 
their taste for puddings and 
sweets, however, to invent 
anything resembling the now 
traditional pumpkin pie 

Sliced just under the stem 
and relieved of its seeds and 
stringy interior, the early set 
tiers filled the pumpkin with 
milk, spices and a natural 
sweetening such as maple 
sugar or honey. Baked slowly 
for hours on a wood fire, its 
flesh would finally soften 
enough to be pushed away 
from the leathery skin and be 
beaten with the liquid and 
flavoring that filled it. 

The resulting pudding was. 
according to food historians, 
a mainstay of the earliest 
North American diet and the 
immediate precursor of 
pumpkin pie. 

Sugar pumpkins look like 
small versions of the larger 
varieties — round and rich 
orange. Cheese pumpkins, 
however, have a flatter shape 
and creamy or beige skin 
color. 

Of the two, the cheese 
pumpkin is preferred by 
cooks, because its skin is ea¬ 
sier to cut through and its 
meat is the least stringy and 
watery. 

Other varieties can be used 
successfully for pie. but their 
meat generally has to be 
drained overnight to remove 
excess moisture. 

A variety of winter 
squashes, most prominently 
the large, meaty Hubbard 
squash, is often used by can 
ners. Since there is little if 
any flavor difference be 
tween pumpkin and its 
squash cousins, you might 
take a cue from the canners 
and use any hard-shell 
squash where pumpkin is 
called for

Dear Dr. Thosteson: There 
are a number of testing 
centres springing up in my 
area. 1 wondered if it was 
safe to go to one of them for 
information. They advertise 
in papers, etc., about doing 
pap smears, blood chemistry, 
EKG, urinalysis, blood pres 
sure etc. The fee seems lower 
than the lab my doctor sends 
me to. 

I have severe sugar dia 
betes and must have my 
blood sugar and urine 
checked frequently. Please 
comment. — J.K.H. 

The next time your doctor 
recommends one of the tests 
ask him if it is all right for 
you to go to this or that la¬ 
boratory to have it done. As 
long as it is licensed to oper¬ 
ate and provides the informa 
tion he needs, there should be 
no quarrel as to where Ihe 
testing is done. Often, doctors 
develop confidence in the ac¬ 
curacy of procedures used at 
certain laboratories and are 
reluctant to switch. But blood 
sugar and urine testing is 
rather basic and should pose 
no problem. 

Dear Dr. Thosteson: For 
around a year I’ve been see- 
ing spots. I’m 15 and have 
been wearing contacts for 1 Vi 
years. However, I see the 
spots even when I am not 
wearing them. It’s really bad 
when driving down a highway 
on a bright day —B.S. 

Some cannot wear con¬ 
tacts. You may be one of 
those people. I suggest you 
see an opthalmologist. It is 
unusual to have “spots" or 
floaters at your age, hence an 
eye examination is in order. 
Spots (floaters) ordinarily 
are harmless but "they can 
mean trouble in some cases.

— Intensity in some stores 'shocking’ 
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Light robs milk of nutrition 


Dear Ann Landes: Recent¬ 
ly you advised everybne to 
bathe or shower dally. I 
haven't taken a bath or a 
shower for three years and 
I'm fit as a fiddle and smell 
like a rose. The secret? 1 rub 
coconut oil on myself every 
day.

TORONTO (CP) — A University of Guelph food 
scientist said Tuesday stores are still subjecting milk 
packaged In plastic jugs or transparent plastic 
pouches to intense fluorescent lighting although 
the light causes the milk to lose much of its nutritive 
value. 

Dr. J. M. deMan, head of the university’s food 
science department, told a news conference that more 
than two years after the release of a report on the 
harmful effects of fluorescent light upon milk and 
other dairy products “many retail food outlets 
continue to expose the contents of their dairy counters 


to light intensity approaching that of the noon day 
sun.” 

DeMan, whose most recent study involved a survey 
of dairy display cases in food stores in Guelph and 
Metropolitan Torontq said "we were shocked by the 
light intensity in some outlets.” 

“One location was subjecting milk in transparent 
plastic bags and Jugs to more than seven times the 
absolute maximum light intensity recommended in 
our study.” 

He added that “just as important as the nutritional 
loss by light exposure is the fact that an oxidized 


off-flavor developed in the transparent puches and 
plastic jugs within six hours, and highly significant 
flavor changes occurred in 12 hours.” 

DeMan said that milk in opaque cardboard cartons 
showed no significant flavor change in 48 hours. 

“Canada’s milk supply is one of the best in the 
world, he said, “but it is out in the stores that the 
quality declines.” 

DeMan said that consumers in general “have no 
idea how and when the off-flavor develops in milk be¬ 
cause the chemical deterioration is induced by light.” 


Papermakers and proud of it 


Around the time of the 
French Revolution, 188 years ago, 
Louis Robert invented the first pro¬ 
cess for making paper in one con¬ 
tinuous sheet. Although today’s 
machines are as long as a city block, 
and can chum out several dozen 
boxcar loads of paper every day, 
paper has been made in essentially 
the same way ever since. 

Until a few years ago, that is. 

In the mid-1960’s researchers at the 
Pulp and Paper Research Institute 
of Canada developed a machine 
called a Papriformer which uses a 
radically different technique to make 
paper. In conventional paper 
machines, the wet wood pulp is 
passed over a screen that gradually 
draws out the water-a bit like a 
sweater you dry by laying it out on 
a towel. In the Papriformer process, 
the pulp is passed between two 
screens-so that water can be re¬ 
moved from both sides of the layer 
of pulp at the same time. 

If you are not familiar with the 
paper-making process this may not 
sound like much of a departure. But 
the development of the Papriformer 
by Canadian scientists and engineers 
has made it possible to produce 
paper at less cost and more 
efficiently. It’s pne of the most signi¬ 
ficant advances in paper-making in 
nearly two centuries. Papriformer 
machines are now in use in many 
countries around the world, including 


the United States, Greece, and in 
India, as well as in several Canadian 
mills. 

Why a re we tellin g you this? 

Because we’re proud of it. The 
Canadian pulp and paper industry 
has been a world leader-in exports, 
in production, in technical inno¬ 
vation for several generations. The 
development of the Papriformer is 
only the latest in a series of inno¬ 
vations which have made this 
industry, in the 80-year span of time 
it takes to grow a tree, Canada’s 
largest manufacturer. And we’re 
working hard to keep it that way, by 
making our manufacturing opera¬ 
tions more efficient, innovating and 
modernizing, and improving the 
climate for labour relations. 

In the messages we published 
in recent weeks, we’ve tried to ex¬ 
plain the industry’s problems and 
prospects as we see them. We’ve 
been hurt by foreign competition 
because our costs are higher than 
those prevailing in the United 
States and our profit margins are 
much slimmer than most people 
think (less than a nickel per sales 
dollar). This makes it difficult to 
attract new investment, which is 
needed to modernize plants. 

What ha p pens if we do not 
ex pand and modernize?

We 
think there’s a recognition that an 
industry’s long-term health is in every¬ 
one’s best interest Governments and 
the public are also beginning to 
appreciate that costly social programs 
can only be paid for with the taxes 
that healthy industries generate. 

As innovations like the Papri¬ 
former demonstrate, we’ve been 
winners for 80 years in a tough com¬ 
petitive international business. We 
intend to stay that way.

. If you think it is the job 
of the prime minister to sec¬ 
ond guess the police in every 
way . . . well you have a 
different conception of the 
job than I do,” he said at a 
news conference. 

But he agreed with his 
questioner that he should be 
aware of the “pattern that is 
employed.” 

That pattern included mili¬ 
tary surveillance of student 
unrest on university cam 
puses in 1969-70, surveillance 
of suspected separatists and 
other left-wing activists in 
Quebec, the creation of so¬ 
phisticated computerized fil¬ 
ing systems for intelligence 
analysis, and later, creation 
of a special security analysis 
group in the department of 
the solicitor-general. 

During the height of the 
Quebec crisis of October. 
1970, during which British 
trade commissioner James 
Cross and Quebec Labor Min 
ister Pierre Laporte were 
kidnapped. Trudeau invoked 
the War Measures Act, the 
first time it was used in 
peacetime.

With the aid of expanded 
powers available to them 
under the act. police and the 
military conducted 5.000 
raids and made 465 arrests. 
Nearly all were eventually 
released without charges and 
of those charged, most were 
never brought to trial. 

The War Measures Act. 
which suspended the consti¬ 
tution, was replaced by the 
Public Order Temporary 
Measures Act. Dec. 1, 1970, 
and that act expired April 30. 
1971. 

Then justice minister John 
Turner told the Commons he 
hoped the government would 
reveal “the full details of the 
intelligence upoon which the 
government acted” in invok¬ 
ing the War Measures Act. 
They never have been made 
public. 

It is in this “context of the

out anything unusual," Capt. 
Boris Kuznetsov, the pilot, re¬ 
ported when the round trip 
was over.

The inaugural flight from 
Moscow’* Domtdedovo airport 
was smooth after the initial 
climb, which some passengers 
called sharp and abrupt.

The aircraft wa/» once ex¬ 
pected to# go into passenger 
service in 1972. But on June 3. 
a prototype exploded in flight 
at the Paris air show, killing 
13 people including all six 
crew members. 

An improved prototype was 
sent to the 1975 Paris air show 
but was reported to have had 
to make an emergency land¬ 
ing in Poland on its way home 
because of technical troubles. 

The aircraft began regular- 
mail and cargo flights be¬ 
tween Moscow and Alma Ata 
on Dec. 26, 1975. 

Tupolev and Sovet Vice- 
Aviation Minister Konstantine 
Gulakov declined to say what 
new routes were planned for 
the plane. It is expected even¬ 
tually to compete with Con¬ 
corde on overseas runs. 

Tupolev declined to say how- 
many Tu-144s there are.

Alaska’s frontier life disappearing

ANCHORAGE. Alaska - 
With native Sitka spruce, 
Scotty and Janet Verman 
built a one-room cabin on un¬ 
occupied federal land In 
Alaska’s Yukon Circle in 
19(H). *•- 

Like many other home¬ 
steaders from "lower 48.- 
"the Bermans lived — and 
evidently loved — their rigor¬ 
ous new life-style. 

Their food staples were 
moose, caribou, rabbit, and 
porcupine, hunted down with 
sled dogs and cooked on a 
kerosene stove, which also 
provided the cabin's only 
heat. News from the outside 
world arrived over short¬ 
wave bush radio. The Ber¬ 
mans’ two children, Nathan 
and Betsy, went to elemen¬ 
tal - y school at their own 
rough hewn kitchen table. 

But in 1975, just about the 
time the children were ready 
to start high school, federal 
officials knocked on the Ber¬ 
mans’ door, informed them 
that they were trespassing, 
and asked them to leave. 

The family moved to Fair¬ 
banks, where, says short-spo-, 
ken Jatoel Berman. "It hasn't 
been ttte same since." 

Other residents of Fair 
banks no doubt share the 
Bermans’ disappointment 
and concern. The high-rise 
buildings that have begun to 
block the city’s spectacular 
view of Cook Inlet are visible 
evidence of the urbanization 
which already is on the creep 
across the Alaskan frontier. 

State and federal officials 
here say that Alaska now is 
undergoing a major evolution 
— from open-spaced frontier, 
to a land of resource develop¬ 
ment. 

As the heavy-duty crude oil 
that was discovered at Prud- 
hoc Bay in 1968 inches its way 
across two time zones of 
mountain ranges and swamp 
bottoms, a major landowner 
dispute is developing be¬ 
tween state and federal gov¬ 
ernment interests, environ¬ 
mentalists, and the state's 
native land corporations.

Caught in the middle are 
would-be homesteaders like 
the Bermans. 

For incredible as it may 
seem. Alaska — first among 
the states in geographical 
area, with a land mass larger 
than California, Texas, 
Washington, and Oregon 
combined — is land poor. 

With its vast reaches of 
mountaintops. swamp bot¬ 
toms and Arctic desert, of 
crackling subzero tempera 
lures and long winter nights, 
most of Alaska probably 
hever will be settled. But 
while much of the land is 
uninhabitable, most of the 
rest which could be settled is 
simply not available to home¬ 
steaders. 

Less than half of one per 
cent of Alaska is privately 
owned, and most of that is in 
cities and towns like Anchor¬ 
age, Fairbanks, Juneau, and 
Sitka. 

Before Alaska became a 
state, virtually all of the ter¬ 
ritory — 99 per cent — was 
owned by the federal govern¬ 
ment. From a total acreage 
of 375.3 million acres of its 
own. an area larger than the 
entire stale of California 
(which is 101.5 million acres). 

in 1971 Congress passed the 
Native Claims Settlement 
Act which granted 40,million 
acres (and $8 billion) to the 
state's Eskimos, Aleuts, and

Indians. The deadline passed 
earlier this year. 

At the same time Congress 
and the White House have 
been bickering over which 80 
million (or more) acres will 
be taken to add to the nation¬ 
al park system of parks, for¬ 
ests, wildlife refuges, and 
wild and scenic river sys¬ 
tems. 

But the "scarce land” cry 
apparently has not yet been 
yelled loudly enough, be¬ 
cause letters from prosper- 
live homesteaders still keep 
coming — at a rate of be¬ 
tween 9,000 and 12,000 every 
year. Some of the inquiries 
come from the U.S. main 
land, others from Canada and 
overseas; most often they 
ask about a new and simple 
life, removed from the hustle 
and complexities of the space 
age. 

The man with many of the 


answers is Charles Albrecht, 
an Information officer for the 
Alaska Division of Lands. 

“A lot of people — especial¬ 
ly people who are ready to 
retire and tired of the hassle 
in the lower 48 — contact us 
because they want to live on a 
nice piece of land away from 
everything,” Albrecht ex¬ 
plains. 

“But it's lough to live here 
on $ 10 , 000 , especially in the 
bush w hen the only way to get 
there is by charter plane ' 

To people anticipating an 
adventure, who may feel re¬ 
buffed by their own fortunes. 
Alaska can be something of a 
daydream. "Two years ago," 
Albrecht recalls, "a guy said. 
'I'd like 1.000 acres with 
mountain and rivers. I would 
like big trees. 1 would like to 
have bears, moose, ptarmi¬ 
gan. and lots of fish in 
streams and lakes. And I 
would be willing to pay $1 an 
acre.' 

"Well, when you run into an 
artificial scarcity of land, 
when land can't be gotten 
hold of, then that which is 
available is at a premium. 
You can buy cheaper land in 
Washington. Oregon, and 
Idaho than in the state of 
Alaska." 

It Is one of the ironies of 
this breathtaking wilderness 
state that In the midst of its 


open space, untrammeled 
territories, and undeveloped 
land mass (which measures 
20 per cent of the entire C.S.) 
that people here consider 
themselves fortunate to own 
a house on a 50-by-!00 city lot. 

Homesteading In Alaska 
began In 1905 when hardy pio¬ 
neers could claim up to 160 
acres. But w ith the problems 
of Arctic farming — the 
growing season Is short: the 
soil Is mineral-rich (good for 
• prospecting and pipelines, 
bad for healthy crops) — in¬ 
terest remained low. Then 
there were application fees, 
documentation require¬ 
ments, fees for surveying 
boundaries, and the cosis of 
building, clearing, cultivat¬ 
ing — hard work to maintain 
meager harvests. 

From 1905 to 1919, federal 
records show there were 
never more than 100 entries a 
year. But after the Second 
World War, when the rest of 
the United States began Its 
chain-reaction conversion 
from rural to urban, home¬ 
steading applications began 
to grow. 

The peak came in 1901. ac 
cording to federal Bureau of 
Land Management officials. 
The total number of applica¬ 
tions: 403. 

“There were a lot of re¬ 
quirements," says Earl 
Norris of his homesteading 
days in the early 1940s. "You 
had to build a house, clear the 
land, live on it. farm it over a 
three-year period. 

"A lot of people made it — 
but a lot didn't. When you get 
right down to it. the cost per 
acre was high. " 

When Norris came to An¬ 
chorage, as a homesteader In 
1942. he staked out his pro¬ 
perty, built a crude log home, 
and planned to work the land, 
drawn north by the mystique 
of the "last frontier" state, 
the promise of free land, and 
an unstructured life. 

But today he lives in Wil¬ 
low. a settlement 30 miles 
northeast of Anchorage, 
where he breeds and raises 
sled dogs. How much longer 


he will slay is uncertain since 
Willow recently was ap 
proved by state voters to be 
the site of the new state capi¬ 
tal. replacing southeastern 
Juneau. 

Although homesteading al 
ways has been a "tough 
task." in the words of the 
bureau's Kerry Cartier, there 
still are those who dream of 
the good frontier life 

Since the 1950s different 
kinds of pioneers have been 
breaking the land here. They 
Include some of the hardiest 
portions of American society 
— outdoor people, drawn to 
the bush in search of a sense 
of freedom. They are people 
looking for dress codes that 
call for nothing more than 
flannel shirts, work boots, 
and coveralls, a life of full 
beards, husky dogs, and four- 
wheel drive vehicles. 

Alaska has done what it could 
In the past to help would-be 
settlers, and programs still 
are being proposed. In 1969, 
for instance, the state began 
an "open to entry" program, 
to offer wilderness recrea¬ 
tional sites, involving 2.5 mil¬ 
lion acres of state land, much 
of it accessible only by float 
plane or power boat. 

The idea was to allow a 
homesteader the chance to 
stake out a five-acre site, 
lease it for five years, have it 
surveyed, and then purchase 
it from the state tor the ap¬ 
praised value dating back to 
the time of the staking. 

The latest program, pro¬ 
posed by Gov. Jay Hammond 
and passed by the state legis¬ 
lature, went into effect April 
14. It Is called the Homesiting 
Act and It makes available 
for disposal 7.604 acres of 
state land. 

Essentially, the governor's 
plan gives persons who have 
lived in the state for at least 
one year, but have not yet 
purchased property, an op¬ 
portunity to obtain title to a 
small chunk of their own 
land. The requirement: They 
must live on the land for 21 
months over a three-year pe¬ 
riod.

SAN FRANCISCO, Calif. — 
Picture this: A herd of sleek, 
fat cattle, happily munching 
fresh green spring grass that 
comes — not from vast pas¬ 
ture land — but from a ma¬ 
chine that looks like a large 
refrigerator and fits inside a 
cow bam. 

Sound a little futuristic? In 
fact, such “grass machines" 
already are being developed, 
and initial results show that 
the "harvest" can be more 
nutritious for cows, pigs, 
sheep, horses and more eco¬ 
nomical for farmers. 

The theory behind this 
emerging space-age farming 
idea is not new. It is hydro¬ 
ponics, the growing of plants 
without soil. Professional 
horticulturists and backyard 
gardeners have been mixing 
water and nutrients and ex¬ 
perimenting with controlled 
light and temperature to 
raise salad vegetables and 
other plants this way for hun¬ 
dreds of year*.. 

But so far, large-scale 
farming, especially the hy¬ 
droponic cultivation of field 
crops for feeding animals, 
has not been technically pos¬ 
sible or economically worth-

while. Now, say “grass ma¬ 
chine" makers and a growing 
number of enthusiastic farm 
ers, that is changing. 

Richard Matherson of Con¬ 
cord, Calif., is one such be 
llever in a radically changed 
future for commercial agri¬ 
culture. A pioneer in freeze 
drying, dehydration, and mi 
crowave food processing, Dr. 
Matherson now is building 
“environmental growth sys¬ 
tems,” as he calls them. 

The smallest unit (4 feet by 
4 feet by 8 feet) produces up 
to 200 pounds of barley grass 
from 24 pounds of seed in just 
one week. The seed is placed 
in six trays to germinate for 
three days. Then the trays 
are moved toward the back of 
the square freezerlike box 
where they are exposed to 
more light. 

Meanwhile, the tempera¬ 
ture. humidity, carbon diox¬ 
ide, and nutrient balance are 
carefully monitored and con 
trolled. At the end of seven 
days — shazaam! The trays 
are filled with thriving bright 
green barley grass. 7 to 9 
inches tall. Operated contin¬ 


uously. this unit can produce 
a ton of grass in 10 days. The 
largest model yields up to 800 
pounds of grass a day, or 
about the same as 32 acres of 
irrigated pasture. 

Very important in these 
days of drought, machine 
grass needs less than one- 
fifth the amount of water nec¬ 
essary to irrigate pasture. 
Estimated costs per ton is $27 
(including electricity, nutri¬ 
ents. and Repairs) compared 
with alfalfa, which costs at 
least $60 a ton. 

Studies have shown that 
farm animals fed on "grass 
machine" barley (together 
with hay or straw for rough- 
age) are healthier and more 
productive. Chickens lay 
more eggs, sheep have more 
wool, pigs are larger and 
leaner and have larger lit¬ 
ters, cows give more milk 
and put on weight faster. 

On a small ranch in north¬ 
ern California one farmer 
says her hogs are “crazy 
about it" — the grass ma¬ 
chine barley they have been 
eating for the past year. Al¬ 
though "the final test will be 
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world could use a i, ** 
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when we butcher them." she 
adds, the sows have pul on 
weight and had larger litters 
since the change in the diet. 
When the family fed some 
cows as usual and others on 
machine grass "there was no 
comparison In the milk they 
gave and the way the calves 
looked." 

Although it remains to be 
seen whether grass machines 
will be able to support mas¬ 
sive feed-lot cattle opera 
tions, boosters say such use Is 
Just around the corner. 

Seed trays that are auto¬ 
matically filled and move 
along tracks now are being 
developed, along with 
methods for larger-seale pre¬ 
vention of the mold and fun¬ 
gus that used to be a problem 
with the small units. 

Malcolm Lentz, president 
of Hydroeulture, Inc., in Ari¬ 
zona. points to increasing 
land and feed costs and espe¬ 
cially the growing need for 
water conservation as rea¬ 
sons why hydroponic units 
like his "Magic Meadow” 
should catch on with farmers. 

"Probably the biggest po¬ 
tential is in the Mideast." he 
says. Hydroponic grass grow¬ 
ers already are being mar¬ 
keted in countries with limit¬ 
ed farmland or arid climates.

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M. V. Chesnut’s 
Garden Notes 
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Once the harvest has been (fathered, 
it is always a temptation to heave a sigh 
of relief, hang up the spade and the hoe 
In the garage, and let the vegetable plot 
go Its own way, postponing the digging 
over until spring. Somehow, autumn 
doesn't bring with it the same urge to 
delve in the soil the way spring does, yet 
there are quite a few substantial advan¬ 
tages in getting the ground dug over 
roughly as soon as possible. 

For one thing, if you do your digging 
now, you disturb" a whole host of under¬ 
cover agents such as wireworms, leath- 
erjackets, chafer grubs and various fly 
larvae. 

At this time of the year, these saba- 
teurs are still near the surface, and 
digging will expose many of them to 
their natural enemies, the birds. By the 
end of the year they will have burrowed 
a fool or more underground. Slugs and 
slug eggs. too. are exposed by digging. 

But the chief reason why autumn 
digging pays off lies in its beneficial 
effect upon fertility. The action of dis¬ 
turbing the soil admits air, resulting in 
better aeration and exposure to the 
weathering influence of frost, thaw, sun, 
wind and rain. 

This weathering action — particu¬ 
larly the alternating frost and thaw — 


improves the soil texture. Lumps and 
coarse particles are broken up more 
finely Into what we call crumb, while 
clay soils become less sticky and more 
friable. 

To dig only, though, is not enough 
The fertility released by digging must 
be husbanded and retained within the 
rooting range of our plants. The mineral 
salts so released must not be allowed to 
leach away into the subsoil by our win¬ 
ter rains. 

Digging, therefore, should always go 
hand in hand with manuring, for any 
organic matter you dig into the soil acts 
as a sponge, absorbing and retaining the 
nutrient “soup” on which our plant 
roots will feed next year. 

Autumn manuring, then, pays sub¬ 
stantial dividends in increased fertility 
just as autumn digging does. Most or 
ganic manures such as farmyard ma 
nufe, compost, plant debris, leafmould, 
peat moss, seaweed, shredded fir bark, 
dehydrated steer manure and green 
manure crops all require assimilation 
by the soil before their plant foods 
become available. 

In fact, fertility is always temporari¬ 
ly depressed after digging in unrotted 
organic material. It must be broken 


down by soil bacteria, by beneficial 
fungus organisms and by chemical ac¬ 
tion before it is of any use to crops, and 
by occupying the attention of these soil 
populations, crops and plants growing 
on freshly manured ground tend to suf 
fer from a lack of nitrogen until the 
manuring material has rotted down. 

Manure or any kind of organic rub¬ 
bish mixed thoroughly into the soil in 
the autumn is converted into good black 
humus by spring, teeming with benefi 
cent bacteria and full of fertility. 

The same material dug in a month 
from now would probably remain in its 
raw state, with decomposition almost 
completely suspended until the soil 
warms up in the spring. The reason, of 
course, is because the bacteria which do 
the job of converting manure into 
humus go on a sit-down strike when the 
soil cools off and stays off the job until 
conditions become comfortable again. 

Never put the rake to fall-dug 
ground, though. Leave it in the roughest 
possible state so the greatest possible 
surface area is exposed to the elements. 
Mter wind, frost, sun and thaw get in 
tireir healing licks, the coarse clods will 
fall apart at the touch of the rake next 
spring

notch in one end of the spool, 
slip the rubber band through 
the* spool and pul a short 
piece of wooden matchstick 
through the loop. The wash 
er-shaped piece of soap, or 
paraffin salvaged from a jar 
of jam, went under the full- 
length matchstick on the 
other end of the spool. That 
was where you had to reduce 
the friction, so that the spool 
would rotate easily with rela¬ 
tion to the stick pressing on 
the floor.

I suppose the proper way to 
make a spool tractor is of 
little interest today, even to 
children, who can buy ready¬ 
made battle tanks that look 
like the real thing and not 
only run on batteries but 
shoot projectiles and spit 
fire. Even so, if only two or 
three boys or girls happened 
to read my garbled recollec¬ 
tion of the mechanics in 
volved, and tried to make 
one from my blueprint. I feel 
obliged to get it right Chil¬ 
dren have an innocent faith in 
the printed word, and I don't 
want to be the one to disillu¬ 
sion them. That is why you 
will never find anything in 
this space that is not as close 
to an eternal verity as human 
clay can make it. 

1 certainly owe an apology 
to Margaret Peacock, of lr 
vine. Calif., who actually 
tried to make a tractor ac¬ 
cording to my directions. I 
am out one match (the last of 
its kind in this house), and 
one rubber band, and there is 
a dent in my bar of soap. I 
am now convinced that my 
generation (I will be 24 some 
lime this week) canot put to¬ 
gether the old-fashioned type 
of homemade toys, no matter 
how simple they may seem, 
without a course of instrut 
tion Perhaps they could 
teach us how to do so in the 


colleges, along with other 
old fashioned skills, like 
learning to read and write 

Even more disquieting is a 
message from Herman 
Quick, who leaches composi¬ 
tion and literature at Fairfax 
High in Los Angeles. Quick 
informs me that he often re¬ 
quires his students to read 
this column and look for im 
perfections. Finding them, he 
explains, “relieves class¬ 
room tensions.’’ 

Evidently a great deal of 
tension was relieved when his 
students read my instruc¬ 
tions on how to make a trac¬ 
tor and had no trouble per 
ceiving their critical flaws. 
“Bets are now on,’’ says 
Quick, “that (1) your bibelot 
spool tractor will not work 
well, if given the frictional 
assemblage treatment you 
describe; and (2) that you 
were distracted by the Aire 
dale when you goofed that 
explanation." 

To tell the truth, I had a 
feeling that my memory was 
wrong, but 1 didn’t do the 
scientific thing: I didn’t take 
the time to make a tractor 
and put it to a test. I am 
working on one now. 1 found a 
rubber band in my desk and a 
button of soap in my bathtub, 
and my wife unwound a spool 
for me. 

All ! need now is a match, 
but there doesn’t seem to be 
an old-fashioned match in the 
house 


• We are not younger, but older 
than our forefathers — in the sense that 
the earth is older and the universe older 
than when they were alive; as individu¬ 
als. we are younger, but as inhabitants 
of the cosmos, we came later and should 
know more than they. 

• The best and truest test of a good 
book that I have ever fqund is that you 
slow down perceptibly as you come to 
the last of it. not wishing it to end. (If the 
author has not created a world you want 
to reside in perpetually, he has not been 
ultimately successful.) 

• To me, at least, "mitacles" that 
seem to defy the laws of nature debase 
rather than enhance the miracle of na 
lure itself 

• Nobody needs to aspire to be 
somebody new, or different, or im 
proved — just to learn how to be who 
you were meant to be makes one both 
valuable and unique 

• Every country can learn some 
thing good from another country, and 
every culture from another culture, but 
the divisions among us arouse our con¬ 


tempt for alien vices rather than inspir¬ 
ing our respectful adoption of their vir¬ 
tues. 

• Criminals are caught and impri 
soned by their inefficiency, not for the 
commission of the crime; thus, their 
goal is to become more proficient, not 
more honest. (Only the first-time 
caught offender may repent his deed in 
prison; the others merely repent their 
capture.) 

• Listening to the exchange of 
threats by two bullies, 1 was reminded 
of an amusing line in one of Prandello’s 
plays: "Of two cowards, the one who 
finds the other out first has the advan¬ 
tage." 

• Taking an opposition view largely 

to prove that you are “independent" is 
merely a more subtle form of slavery to 
public opinion . 

• A philanthropist is too often a 
person who does nothing to keep people 
from falling, for that would deny him 
the pleasure of picking them up. over 
and over again. 


It had to come sooner or 
later, but it is still rather 
disconcerting and shocking to 
learn of it. In an age when we 
engage in protest with great 
eagerness and when it is as¬ 
sumed we are really out in 
the front if we march or pick 
et, an organization has been 
set up called: Proxy Pickets. 
It advertises that its serv ices 
are available for any kind of 
demonstration and that so 
many pickets may be rented 
by the hour for so much 
money. This means, one sup¬ 
poses, that a man would not 
have to march himself: sim¬ 
ply turn over his protest 
cards to an organization for 


which he would be willing to 
pay. 

It had to come because our 
age abounds in hundreds of 
other examples of proxy-liv¬ 
ing, and proxy-non-living. We 
record our moments, replay¬ 
ing them, in ways calculated 
to ^nake us believe that we 
are reliving them. But if in 
the first instance we “had” 
the experience only to record 
it. we probably nqyer truly 
lived it, for real. We posed, 
postured, programmed — but 
didn’t really live the experi¬ 
ence. 

Or consider our varied ele¬ 
gances our plastic flowers — 


more real than real — but 
really unreal. Our photogenic 
reproductions of real art — 
but of which no artist can be 
proud: the surface is too 
smooth; his sweat and toil 
are missing, and therefore so 
is his humanity as man and 
artist. s 

Or think of the ways we 
deceive ourselves in our 
schools and colleges. If we’ve 
had a great discussion, a 
turned-on exchange of “rele¬ 
vant” views, we only whip 
ourselves up into an intellec : 
tual lather, a frothy, wispy 
outer covering, making us 
believe that we have really 
learned, or fully understood 


In point of fact, however, we 
have often done little more 
than exchanged a series of 
uninformed, ignorant bits of 
“relevant” non-consequen 
tials. We thought we were 
thinking when ail we did was 
to posture, to play, to make 
believe we did. 

There’s no substitute for 
hard effort if we are to be 
fully involved in the human 
enterprise. No one can live 
for us, or protest, or think, or 
feel. All of which points to the 
basic unadorned human need 
not only to be ourselves — but 
to experience our own being 
by ourselves.

Declarer was the hustler 
in the bidding and play of 
today’s doubled contract. 
West's waiting tactics In 
the bidding missed a good 
club game; his waiting In 
the defense was even 
worse - he allowed de¬ 
clarer to scamper off with 
an unmakable contract. 

The bidding by both East 
and West leaves much to 
be desired. Either de¬ 
fender might have intro¬ 
duced the club suit to reach 
the laydown game, but for 
reasons that we might only 
guess, the hustler suc¬ 
ceeded in playing at three 
spades doubled. 

West led his singleton 
heart and East's 10 went to 
declarer's king. Quick as a 
flash, declarer led to a low 
spade towards dummy and 
West went into a trance. 
Thinking that East might 
hold the spade king. West 
decided to wait and 
dummy's jack of spades 
'surprisingly* won the 
trick. Now declarer 
switched to diamonds and 
the defense took only two 
spades and two aces and 
the doubled contract was 
hustled away. 

Note that it would have 
been no real victory for 
East-West to have traded 
their vulnerable game for 
a one trick set But the 
actual result - that was a 
disaster. 

How should West 
defend? First he should 
have seen through South's 
obvious trap. Does anyone 
ever overcall with a four- 
card.Bpade suit headed by 
the nine 0 Clearly.

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RCMP man planned break-in briefing 

Cabinet link hinted 


‘ Trudeau not a crook,’ 
Chretien declares 


MONTREAL <CP> - A 
Quebec commission of inquiry 
has a document indicating 
that John Starnes, former 
head of the RCMP security 
service, may have informed 
the federal cabinet of an ille¬ 
gal police break-in at a left- 
wing news agency shortly 
after It took place in Qptober, 
1972, a commission spokes¬ 
man confirmed Wednesday. 

The document is a telegram 
dated Oct. 12, 1972, from 
Starnes to the head of the 
IROMP’s security and in¬ 
telligence operation in Que¬ 
bec. 

In the telegram, Starnes 
says that he needs "a clear 
account” of RCMP participa¬ 
tion in the raid on the Agence 
de Presse Libre du Quebec 
before deciding how to deal 
with the matter “in terms of 
the prime minister and the 
minister.” 

Although the minister is not 
named, Jean-Pierre Goyer was 
solicitor-general and minister 
responsible for the RCMP, at 
the time. 

At another point. Starnes 
repeated that he needed “to 
know more about the extent 
of our involvement before de¬ 
ciding what advice to give to 
the minister and to the prime 
minister on this score.” 

The telegram gives no in¬ 
dication of whether Starnes 
actually did inform, the cabi¬ 
net of the break-in. 

It was one of hundreds of 
RCMP documents 1 tabled 
Tuesday by commission law¬ 
yers in an apparent attempt 
to prevent the federal govern¬ 
ment from trying to recover 
them. 

Lawyer Michel Decary said 
Starnes will appear as a 
witness and be asked to com¬ 
ment on the letter in about 
two w'eeks. 

Starnes, apparently quite 
angry, wrote that he was 
“considerably irritated” to 
learn of RCMP involvement: 
in the raid, which was carried 
out without a search warrant. 

He stressed that “head¬ 
quarter should be informed in 
advance of all such actions, 
especially in this preelection 
situation.” 

Starnes added that had he 
been informed in advance of 
the operation, he wtauld have 
“strongly recommended” 
against RCMP participation. 


The date on the telegram 
indicates that Starnes was in¬ 
formed shortly after the 
Mounties teamed up with Que¬ 
bec provincial and Montreal 
police to carry out the raid, in 
which thousands of news- 
agency papers were stolen, on 
the night of Oct. 6-7,1972. 

Starnes noted that the 
prime minister and the un¬ 
named minister had both re¬ 
ceived a letter of complaint 
from Agence de Presse Libre 
journalists asking whether po¬ 
lice were responsible for the 
theft of documents. 

A copy of the letter dated 
Oct. 9, 1972, and addressed to 
Goyer is attached to the tele¬ 
gram. No response was sent 
to the agency. 

Starnes also wrote that he 
,was “equally irritated” to 
leam that the three police 
forces had held a secret meet¬ 
ing Oct. 11, 1972, and decided 
against replying to the jour¬ 
nalists. But he added “this 
may be the best course.” 

He advised that all three 
anti-terrorist squads make no 
use of the documents stolen in 
the break-in and that knowl¬ 
edge of the incident be res¬ 
tricted to as few persons as 
possible. 

Goyer and Warren Alim and, 
who replaced him as solicitor- 
general about two months 
after the break-in, have de¬ 
nied that the RCMP informed 
them of the raid.

Starnes has also been men¬ 
tioned in connection with a 
theft of Parti Quebecois mem¬ 
bership lists by the RCMP in 
January, 1973. 

Solicitor-General Francis 
Fox, without naming him, 
said the head of RCMP secu¬ 
rity services authorized the 
raid. Starnes held the post at 
the time. 

In a related development 
Wednesday, a lawyer for Fox 
said allegations that a cabinet 
minister may have been in¬ 
formed of the break-in were 
based on a “clerical error” in 
an affidavit filed last month 
with the commission. 

Rejean Paul said that a let- 
ter dated Dec. IS, 1972, from 
“D.G.” to the solicitor- 


general was actually dated 
Dec. 19, 1973. 

Earlier in Ottawa, New' 
Democratic Party leader Ed 
Broadbent said the affidavit 
indicated that the director- 
general of the RCMP security 
service had informed Allmand 
of the ibraak-in just three 
months after it took place. 

Fox also noted the error 


when replying to Broadbent in 
the Commons, shortly before 
Paul pointed it out in Mon¬ 
treal. 

The letter listed on the af¬ 
fidavit is being withheld from 
the commission on national 
security grounds. 

Paul said the clerical error 
meant only that the letter in 
question was written in 1973. 


ST. THOMAS, Ont. (GP) — 
Jean Chretien, federal finance 
minister, said Wednesday that •, 
break-ins by the RCMP in 
Quebec were not the equiva¬ 
lent of the U.S. Watergate in¬ 
cident, and cautioned that 
Prime Minster Pierre Tru¬ 
deau was no Richard Nixon. 

He told a news conference 
that the government was not 
trying to liide anything, ad¬ 
ding that Trudeau ordered the 
break-ins stopped when he 
learned of them. 


Break-ins at the Watergate 
office building in Washington 
eventually led to the resigna¬ 
tion of Nixon as U.S. pres¬ 
ident 

Chretien also said he did 
not condone “barn-burning by 
the Mounties" and added he 
would not pass judgment on 
the activities of the RCMP. 

He said the controversy 
over the ROMP would have 
“no effect on the outcome of 
an election.” 


Fire meant to sow disorder 


MONTREAL (CP) — The 
RCMP burned down a bam in 
1972 to prevent Black Pan¬ 
thers from giving “guidance” 
to a Front de Liberation du 
Quebec (FLQ) cell suspected 
of involvement in a kidnap¬ 
ping plan and to “sow dis¬ 
order” between the two 
groups, an RCMP officer said 
Wednesday. 

Sgt. Claude BrodeUr told a 
Quebec commission of inquiry 
that the FLQ members “need¬ 
ed coaching and guidance” to 
perfect their techniques, and 
the Mounties suspected the 
Panthers, infiltrating Into 


Canada through rural com¬ 
munes, would serve as teach¬ 
ers. 

To prevent the meeting 
from taking place, he said, a 
special RCMP anti-terrorist 
squad burned the renovated 
bam, a meeting place for 
members of the cell, located 
in Ste. Anne de la Rochelle, 83 
kilometres east of here. 

Brodeur, appearing before 
the inquiry for the second 
day, was answering detailed 
questions about his involve¬ 
ment in setting the fire and 
the activities of the special 


‘Politically useful’ details 
discovered about NDP 


TORONTO (CP) — The 
Globe and Mail quotes police 
sources as saying an RCMP 
investigation of federal NDP 
members in the early 1970s 
turned up politically useful in¬ 
formation on party strategy, 
finances and internal divi¬ 
sions. 

The newspaper quotes the 
sources as saying the infor¬ 
mation was passed to RCMP 
headquarters in Ottawa, but 
they did not know whether it 
was turned over to the federal 
government. 

“I've often had second 
thoughts because I know some 
of the stuff can be politically 
useful,” one source is quoted 
as saying. “But it's the nature 
of our system that you serve 
the party in power.” 

Ed Broadbent, federal NDP 


leader, has alleged the RCMP 
broke into his party’s offices 
in Ottawa in December, 1972. 
Stephen Lewis, leader of On¬ 
tario New Democrats, has 
said the provincial activities 
of the RCMP might warrant a 
separate Ontario inquiry. 

The Globe and Mail quotes 
the sources as saying physical 
and electronic surveillance 
were used during the inves¬ 
tigation that took place from 
1971 through 1973. 

The newspaper says the 
sources emphasized that the 
RCMIP Security Service never 
investigated political parties 
as such, but only individuals 
within parties. The soarces 
are quoted as saying the NDP 
investigation was so wide¬ 
spread it became more or less 
an investigation of the party. 


four-man anti-terrorist squad, 
•known as “Section G-4.” 

Commission lawyer Michel 
Decary asked why the squad 
members believed that setting 
fire to the bam would prevent 
the two groups from m eeting. 

(Brodeur replied that the 
RCMP action was designed to 
“sow disorder” and let the 
two groups know that they 
were being watched by police. 
It was part of a technique 
known as “disruptive tactics’’ 
in the RCMP security and in¬ 
telligence branch. 

The rural meeting place 
was chosen because “the 
Black Panthers were passing 
into Canada through com¬ 
munes on the frontier” and 
carefully avoided cities where 
'police action was most ef¬ 
ficient. he said. 

If the FLQ had cultivated 
contacts with the more expe¬ 
rienced Panthers “this would 
have had disastrous effects,” 
added, de.hey.n 
but the bam burning prevent¬ 
ed such a development, he 
added. 

Brodeur admitted that the 
FLQ cell had not actually 
committed criminal acts, but 
said its members had been in¬ 
volved in the 1970 October 
Crisis, and that they had later 
planned a kidnapping that 
was foiled by the Mounties. 

He also described in vague 
terms the squad’s success in 
foiling a planned airplane hi¬ 
jacking after discovering the 
existence of an arms cache. 

Brodeur said he had no in¬ 
formation before setting the 
fiere that the bam belonged 
partly to Rosa Rose, the 
mother of two convicted FLQ 
terrorists who took part in the 
October Crisis kidnappings. 

Sources close to the com¬ 


mission said reports that the 
farm belonged to Mrs. Rose 
were erroneous, and that it 
had not yet been established 
who the owner really was. 

Brodeur said he used oil to 
est the fire in the early morn¬ 
ing along with another squad 
member, Richard Daigle, and 
they left the scene before the 
building burned down. 


Searches 
for bugs 
continue 


OTTAWA (CP) — Com¬ 
mons security men are con¬ 
tinuing to conduct sweeps of 
MPs offices but no new eaves¬ 
dropping devices have been 
uncovered. Col. David Currie, 
sergeant-at-arms and head of 
Commons security said 
Wednesday. 

Currie said the searches 
were being conducted upon 
request and that less than 50 
MPs offices have been 
searched to date. 

Meanwhile. Opposition 
Leader Joe Clark said his of¬ 
fice expected to hear today 
the results of a private sweep 
of his Centre Block office con¬ 
ducted earlier this week. 

Conservative MP Elmer 
MacKay (Central Nova) dis¬ 
covered a bugging device in 
his Parliament Hill office ear¬ 
lier this week, touching off a 
flurry of searches. 

An as-yet unidentified ob¬ 
ject was found in a telephone 
in Clark’s office later.

Liberals reject 
secret list 
claims by Tories 


OTTAWA (CP) — Two fed¬ 
eral ministers were reported 
Wednesday to possess copies 
of a Panto Quebecois general 
membership list amid strong 
government denials that min¬ 
isters obtained any such lists 
by illegal means. 

Opposition MPs have 
pressed in the Commons to 
find out if copies of the PQ 
list stolen by the RCMP secu¬ 
rity service in 1973 found their 
way into the hands of federal 
ministers. 

Solicitor-General Francis 
Fox has said the stolen list 
was destroyed in 1975 and no 
copies remained in federal 
possession. 

NouveUes Tele-Radio, the 
French-language news agency 
serving private broadcasters, 
quoted an anonymous liberal 
MP Wednesday saying Urban 
Affairs Minister Andre Ouel- 
let and Provincial Relations 
Minister Marc Lalonde had 
copies of the list “quite a 
while ago.” 

Ouellet said later in a tele¬ 
phone interview: “If you 
think I’m going to comment 
on hearsay, you can’t be very 1 
serious. That’s sheer stupid¬ 
ity. I’m surprised to hear it’s 
a liberal MP who told you 
that." 

Allan Lawrence (PC— 


Northumberland - Durham) 
suggested in the Commons 
Wednesday that Ouellet in¬ 
dicated he had a list of known 
separatists in Quebec and 
asked whether information, 
gathered by security officers' 
might have been used for po¬ 
litical purposes. 

Prime Minister Trudeau re¬ 
plied that “no such list was in 
the hands of the minister of 
state for urban affairs. 

“He never said he had any 
such list, nor did any other 
minister say he had such a 
list. 

“I can tell you one thing? 
That of one wants to know tiw 
names of the members of the 
PQ or of those who sympa¬ 
thize with the PQ, one does 
not have to go to the RCMP. 5 
would not have to go to the 
RCMP. The subscription lists 
of those parties are public . 
You just have to get the ol- 
ficial documents and see who 
is interested in the PQ and 
you can read the list there.” 

But a telephone call to Lib- 
eral party headquarters 
showed that the party’s'mem¬ 
bership lists are not available 
to the public, they cannot be 
purchased and they are kept 
so confidential that riding as¬ 
sociations cannot obtain mem¬ 
bership lists from neighboring 
ridings.

South Africa’s banning law most perverse of five

JOHANNESBURG — Of 
the five South African laws 
under which white or black 
citizens can bo held without 
charge — and held indefinite¬ 
ly without trial — the one 
known as "the banning law" 
seems the most perverse. 

For it makes the subject his 
own jailer, and his house be¬ 
comes his prison. 

Banning is a form of pun¬ 
ishment meted out most often 
to prominent cities of the gov¬ 
ernment's racial diserimina 
lion policies. Critics who are 
less well known are usually 
thrown into prison without 
trial. But there is no hard line 


of delineation on bow one 
loses one’s freedom. 

In last week's roundup of 
more than SO persons alleged 
to be "endangering the secu¬ 
rity of the state or malnte 
nance of public order," the 
country's most prominent 
black editor, Percy Qoboza. 
was jailed, while the coun¬ 
try’s most persistent 
anti-government white edi 
tor. Donald Woods, was 
banned 

James Kruger, who as 
minister of justice, police and 
.prisons is the most powerful 
man in the government after 
Prime Minister John Vorster, 
has never explained why he 
puts some people in jail and 
others under house arrest. 


There 'are 130 banned per 
sons in South Africa now. 
most of them limited to asso¬ 
ciating only with their fami¬ 
lies for a period of five years. 
According to a justice min¬ 
istry official. 36 of them are 
white and 94 are black 

The official said he was un 
able to provide the number of 
persons imprisoned without 
trial But a well-informed un 
official source said the num¬ 
ber totalled 662 at the end of 
September At least 170 of 
them were said to be high 
school or university black 
students. Ninety-seven of 
them have been detained for 
more than a year. 

Serving an open ended 


prison term is more severe 
than being restricted to a spe¬ 
cific area by day and to one's 
house bv night. But a sizable 
amount of psychological 
stress is built into the ban¬ 
ning order, which seems in¬ 
tended to break the will of a 
man who is mentally active 

Donald Woods. 43. has been 
banned for the next five 
years. He cannot leave the 
city of East London, on the 
Indian Ocean coast, without 
special permission. 

Woods, editor of the Daily 
Dispatch, the local paper 
there, can no longer edit the 
paper He cannot even enter 
the building A syndicated 
South African columnist, he 


can no longer write for any 
body. Nothing that he has 
written can be quoted, at 
least not in South Africa. 

He cannot attend public- 
gatherings. whether political 
or social, and this appears to 
preclude him from attending 
sports events, even a cricket 
match in which his sons are 
playing. 

The nine page banning 
order that outlines what he 
cannot do says he c annot talk 
to more than one person at a 
time, except his wife and five 
children. If he has a visitor in 
his home, he cannot talk to 
him in the presence of his 
family. 

He cannot enter a school or 


factory or any living area of 
blacks, coloteds (mixed- 
race) or Indians. 

Apparently fearing that 
Woods might try to Bee the 
country — at least 21 banned 
persons have done SO in the 
past lit months — the author 
ities have forbidden him to 
enter any harbor area. 

He cannot enter any court 
.unless he is applying for tern 
^porary relaxation of his ban 
ning order, or is a witness or 
the accused in a civil trial. 

„• Woods is testing this. He 
* wants to be the plaintiff in a 
suit against Kruger. He says 
that the justice minister de¬ 
famed him by alleging that 
W oods was supporting violent 
protest in the nation. 


Woods might get into even 
deeper trouble if he were 
quoted, so his wife Wendy 
does the talking for publica 

tion. 

“Life is going to change 
drastically for both of us,” 
she said. 

"It will be nice for me to 
have Donald at home but, of 
course. I wouldn’t have cho¬ 
sen these circumstances.” 

She looked out through the 
window, watching her hus- 
band-walking around the pool 
with only a dog for company. 

"The trouble with being 
banned is it gives you just 
enough remembrance of 
freedom to make your re¬ 
strictions all the more frus¬ 


trating,” said a banned per¬ 
son who requested anonvmi ( 
t> 

Some banned people seem 
to adjust better than others. 
Dr. Beyers Naude, 62, Is ac¬ 
customed to harassment, and 
his banning last week will 
give him, according to his 
wife, time for reflection and 
study, the opportunity to gain 
a clear conception of the fu 
ture. 

Naude is either revered or 
reviled, depending on which 
segment of South African so¬ 
ciety is asked about him. For 
the large number of whites 
who were brought up on the 
Calvinist doctrine of the 
Dutch Reform Church, 
Naude is a heretic.

The discovery' by a Univer¬ 
sity of Illinois research team 
was announced jointly by the 
National Science Foundation 
and the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration, 
which financed the work. 

The research team, led by 
Dr. Carl R. Woesc. Dr. Ralph 
S. Wolfe and Dr. George Fox. 
* discovered the organism’s un¬ 
iqueness by analyzing its gen¬ 
etic comjxwition. 

St-ience traditionally divides 
llyihg organisms into two 


basic types, the "higher" 
forms of animals and plants, 
and the "lower" forms of bac¬ 
teria. 

The researchers say their 
organism, which lives without 
oxygen and produces methane 
gas as its waste product, fits 
neither group. 

The methane-producing or¬ 
ganism. technically called 
methanobacteria theroaut^P* 
trophica, is widespread in na¬ 
ture even though it is killed 
by oxygen. 

It exists in hot geothermal 
springs and in decaying pdant 
material and the digestive 
systems of some animals 
where other organisms use up 
all the oxygen. 

"The organisms ore a dis¬ 
tinct new class, no more re¬ 
lated t > typical bacteria than 
to higher forms." Woese 
said. "They are a third lorm 
ot life on this planet." 

Woese said ...this type of 
organism probably - evolved 


during the first billion years 
of Earth's 4.6 billion-year 
existence when conditions 
would not Sustain other known 
forms of life. 

It's ability to live without 
oxygen in temperatures 
higher, than 170 degrees Fahr¬ 
enheit means that it probably 
could have survived on Earth 
at thal time. 

The atmosphere . then was 
composed of hydrogen and 
carbon dioxide arid tempera¬ 
tures were very warm. Woese 
says the methane-produelng 
organisms are best suited for 
these conditions. 

The traditional theory of 
two lives of evolution is based 
largely on a hypothesis that 
all life came from a common 
ancestor, probably a simple 
primal cell. 

The organism may be an 
early of 1 spring of this com¬ 
mon ancestor that precedes 
even bacteria, the scientists 
said. -

Ferry Corp. balks at mediated hours

Gallagher said McKee and 
the union agree that about 
1,800 ferry workers are paid 
for 50 hours a year which they 
don’t work, which costs about 
$1 million. 

"We want the matter of the 


scheduling of these 50 hours 
resolved now and not delayed 
until next summer with the 
risk of yet another crisis . . . 
developbig at that time." he 
said. 

The issue of hours of work, 
or overtime, has been a prob¬ 
lem between the crown corpo¬ 
ration and its emjjdoyees for 
some time.

Gunman gives up 
after holding 11 
at Montreal bank 


MONTREAL fCP) - A lone 
gunman, ’who had threatened 
to kill 11 hostages taken in a 
bungled bank robbery, was 
a n ested Wednesday after re¬ 
leasing all of his prisoners. 

The man, armed with a 
high-powered rifle, led police 
cruisers and a helicopter 
around the city’s north-end 
before surrendering in an 
apartment building during a 
floor-to-floor search by police. 

No shots were fired. 

The drama began earlier at 
a branch of the Bank Canadi¬ 
an National, five blocks away 
from the apartment building, 
when a gunman entered the 
bank. 

Police were alerted to the* 
hold-up attempt by a silent 
alarm, and proceeded to sur¬ 
round the bank. 

Two hostages were released 
soon afterwards, but the gun¬ 
man then kept heavily-armed 
police officers waiting for 
almost three hours l>efore re¬ 
leasing four female hostages 
and taking the five remaining 
employees with him out a 
rear exit. 

He sped away with the hos¬ 
tages and a pouch-full of 


money in a car apparently 
provided by police. The five 
remaining hostages were re¬ 
leased in small groups during 
the substquent chase around 
the city's north end.

OTTAWA (CP) - Cana¬ 
da a official monetary re¬ 
serves dropped to their 
lowest level in more than 
seven years during Oc¬ 
tober as the government 
tried to shore up the fall¬ 
ing value of the Canadian 
dollar. 

Figures released 
Wednesday by the finance 
department show the 
Bank of Canada spent 
$641.3 million of its U.S. 
dollar holdings to buy up 
Canadian dollars and so 
keep their value up. 

B y Oct. 31, the 
country’s total monetary 
reserves had fallen by 
nearly 13 per cent to $4.17 
billion. It is the lowest 
level for reserves since 
May, 1970, the month 
when (he government 
freed the Canadian dollar 
to float 

In the Commons ques¬ 
tion period. Conservative 
finance critic Sinclair Ste¬ 
vens called for an imme¬ 
diate study by the Com¬ 
mons finance committee 
into Canada’s reserve po¬ 
sition. The move was 
blocked by the govern¬ 
ment. 

Stevens said Finance 
Minister Jean Chretien is 
misleading the public by 
claiming that the govern¬ 
ment is not intervening to 
affect tlie dollar's value. 
The figures released 
Wednesday show that is 
not so. Stevens suggested. 

Considering that the 
government has taken the 
unprecedented step of ar¬

A Gabriola Island woman, 
one of the persons attacked in 
the broadsheet, said she will 
wait until she has definite 
proof of who sent the litera¬ 
ture before she takes any 
legal action. 

Vi Chemoff, a resident of 
Gabriola. and a former em¬ 
ployee of an island real estate 
firm, told the Daily Colonist 
that the printed attack and 
other harassments will not. 
however, scare her off her 
campaign against the pro¬ 
posed community plan for the 
island. 

She said that incidents, such 
as tampering with the hood of 
her car and removal of her 
gas cap, have .only strength¬ 
ened her resolve to fight the 
c >mmunity plan as it now- 
stands. 

But another Gabriola resi¬ 
dent. regional board director 
Joyce Lockwood, said that she 
believes that publicity has 
given the incident more im¬ 
portance than it deserves. 

She said that two important 
factors are involved in the 
community plan- money and 
land - and that it is under¬ 
standable that emotions are 
running high on both sides of 
the controversy. 

And while she doesn't con¬ 
done mailing of such litera¬ 
ture, director Ix>ekwx)od said, 
she also regrets the resulting 
publicitv the broadsheet has 
received. 

The plnn currently proposed 
for ihe Island includes a large 
area which would be restrict¬ 
ed to 2^-acre minimum-lot 
sizes. Mrs. Chemoff. with 
mnnv other:, attended a large 
rublic meeting on the island 
Ot. 1 to rrotes* the nlaii. 
which is being sponsored by 
the Nanaimo Refdonnl Dis¬ 
trict and the Island Trust.

Since then, an Islands Trust 
meeting held in Nanaimo has 
been unable to resolve the 
controversy. and another 
meeting has been set for the 
Women’s Institute Hall on Ga¬ 
briola at 10 a.m.

Mrs. Chemoff said that-^he 
ia extremely upset at “this 
kind of garbage.”

It was distributed two 
weeks ago, she said, and most 
people have already made up 
their minds what they think of 
such "yellow' journalism" and 
believe that the author should 
at least signed the effort. 

Director Lockwx>od said that 
she. ‘ personally, felt the 
broadsheet contained no libel 
of slander, and that she un¬ 
derstood one of the people at¬ 
tacked in it said he got a good 
laugh out. of it. 

Such unfortunate things 
happen, she said, when emo¬ 
tions run high on an issue 
such as the community plan. 

She said that newspaper 
publicity of the broadsheet 
gave the incident more impor¬ 
tance than it had in the minds 
of most islanders.

Gallagher said McKee and 
the union agree that about 
1,800 ferry workers are paid 
for 50 hours a year which they 
don't work, which costs about 
51 million. 

“We want the matter of the 


scheduling of these 50 'hours 
resolved now and not delayed 
until next summer with the 
risk of yet another crisis 
developing at that time,” he 
said. 

The issue of hours of work, 
or overtime, has been a prob- 
lem between the crown corpo¬ 
ration and its employees for 
some time. Gallagher said 


Wednesday that management 
does not want the matter put 
off once again.

Gunman gives up

MONTREAL (CP> — A lone 
gunman, who had threatened 
-to kill 11 hostages taken in a 
bungled bank robbery, was 
arrested Wednesday alter re¬ 
leasing all of his prisoners. 

The man. armed with a 
high-powered rifle, led police 
cruisers and a helicopter 
around - the etty s nerthend 
before surrendering in an 
apartment building during a 
floor-to-floor search by police. 

No shots were fired. 

Hie drama began earlier at 
a branch of the Bank Canadi¬ 
an National, five blocks away 
from the apartment building, 
when a gunman entered the 
bank. 

Police wefe alerted to the 
hold-up attempt by a silent 
alarm, and proceeded to sur¬ 
round (he bank. - 

Two hostages were released 
soon afterwards, but the gun¬ 
man then kept heavily-armed 
police officers wailing for 
almost three hours before re¬ 
leasing four female hostages 
and taking the five remaining 
employees with him out a 
rear exit. 

He sped away with the hos¬ 
tages and a pouch-full of 


money in a car apparently 
provided by police. The five 
remaining hostages were re¬ 
leased in small groups during 
the subsequent chase around 
the city's north end.

Offbeat organism 


WASHINGTON (APi A 
microscopic organism pre- 
\ iously thought to be ordinary 
bacteria actually fs a sepa¬ 
rate form of iife and may lie 
the oldest Jiving thing on 
Earth, it . was announced 
Wednesday. 

The major development 
may provide new dues to the 
unknown stages of evolution 
that immediately preceded 
the development of life as it is 
known today, scientists said. 

The discovery by a Univer¬ 
sity of Illinois research team 
was announced jointly by the 
National Science Foundation 
and the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration, 
which financed the work. 

The research team, led by 
Dr. Carl R. Woese.JDr. Ralph 
S.. Wolfe and Dr. George Fox. 
discovered the organism s un¬ 
iqueness by analyzing its gen¬ 
etic composition 

Science traditionally divides 
living organisms into two 


basic, types, the “higher" 
forms of animals and plants, 
and the "lower” forms of bac¬ 
teria. * 

The researchers say their 
organism, which.lives without 
oxygen and produces methane 
gas as its waste product, fits 
neither group. 

The methane-producing or¬ 
ganism. technically called 
methanobaotCria theroauto^ 
trophica, is widespread in na¬ 
ture even though it is killed 
by okygen. 

It exists in hot geothermal 
springs and in decaying plant 
material and the digestive 
systems of some animals 
where other organisms use up 
all the oxygen. 

“The organisms are a dis¬ 
tinct new- class, no more re¬ 
lated 11 typical bacteria than 
to higher forms.” Woese 
said. "They' are a third form 
of life on this planet.” 

Woese said this type of 
organism probably evolved

PARIS (CP) - French le¬ 
gislators, adjourning their de¬ 
liberations. warmly applaud¬ 
ed Quebec Premier Rene 
Levesque as he predicted 
Wednesday that Quebec soon 
would become a separate 
country, “political master of 
its internal life and its fu¬ 
ture.” 

"It is more and more cer¬ 
tain that a new country will 
soon appear democratically 
on the map.” Levesque told 
members of the National As¬ 
sembly who gathered for a 
special reception in an ornate 
hall just off the main assem¬ 
bly. 

Perspiring and slightly ner¬ 
vous but soon becoming more 
relaxed, Levesque acknowl¬ 
edged the special honor paid 
him by the assembly gather¬ 
ing, saying "this is a true rec¬ 
ognition. a recognition of the 
essential, that you accord to 
the Quebec people." 

This was the opening of an 
official three-day visit for the 
Quebec leader with French of¬ 
ficials. carefully avoiding acts 
that might lead to Ottawa ac¬ 
cusations of French treatment 
of Levesque as head of state. 

That, was one reuson why 
Levesque's speech did not 
take place in the assembly it¬ 
self. Some French officials 
said France is merely a spec¬ 
tator in the struggle between 
Ottawa and Quebec over the

The organism may be an 
early offspring of this com¬ 
mon Ancestor that precedes 
even bacteria, the scientists 

said.

OTTAWA (CP) Cana¬ 
da’s official monetary re¬ 
serves dropped to their 
lowest level in more than 
seven years during Oc¬ 
tober as the government 
tried to shore up the fall¬ 
ing value of the Canadian 
dollar. 

Figures released 
Wednesday by the finance 
department show the 
Bank of Canada spent 
$641.3 million of its U.S. 
dollar holdings to buy up 
Canadian dollars and to 
keep their value up. 

By Oct. 31. the 
country’s total monetary 
reserves had fallen by 
nearly 13 her cent to $4.17 
billion. It is the lowest 
level for reserves since 
May. 1970, the month 
when the government 
fr«*d the Canadian dollar 
to float. 

In the Commons ques¬ 
tion period. Conservative 
finance critic Sinclair Ste¬ 
vens called for an imme¬ 
diate study by the Com¬ 
mons finance committee 
into Canada's reserve po¬ 
sition. The move was 
blocked by the govern¬ 
ment . 

Stevens said Finance 
Minister Jean Chrelien is 
misleading the public by 
claiming that the govern¬ 
ment is not intervening to 
affect the dollar's value 
The figures released 
Wednesday show that is 
not so, Stevens suggested.

PARIS (Reuter) France 
has sent troops to West Africa 
to protect its nationals after 
Western Sahqran guerrillas in 
Mauritana abducted eight 
French people. 

After a week of rumors and 
denials about French military 
aclion, the defence ministry 
said an unspecified number of 
troops flew Tuesday to rein- 
at Quakam, Senegal just south 
of Mauritania. Asked if the 
troop movements were eon-' 
nected with the kidnappings of 
eight French people, including 
a woman, by Polisario guerill¬ 
as. a ministry spokesman re¬ 
plied: “I would be surprised if 


the two ev ents were not con¬ 
nected.” 

A presidential spokesman 
said the troop movements 
were designed to ensure pro¬ 
tection of French nationals in 
thei region.

But It W'HS up to Clark 1o 
decide for himself what jmli- 
cies would guide the party 
through the next election, ex¬ 
pected sometime next year. 

"T don’t know of any policy 
that is binding on our party." 

Atkey suggested the conven-’ 
tion has attracted more dele¬ 
gates than the party first ex¬ 
pected. and said the size of 
the turnout reflects frustra¬ 
tion over national unity and 
economic problems facing the 
. country- 

The meeting was the last 
before ihe next general elec¬ 
tion, and delegates were ap¬ 
parently regarding the chance 
to thump drums for the party 
"as an important act of patri¬ 
otism.” 

Many central Canadian del¬ 
egates arrive in Quebec City 
today on chartered railway 
cars for an evening of socia¬ 
lizing before policy sessions 
get under way Friday. 

Clark speaks to the meeting 
Friday, shortly after a secret 


vote on his leadership. Or¬ 
ganizers exjiect Clark will re¬ 
ceive a resounding show of 
support 'from delegates and 
make his spi»ech in time to hit 
major television network new¬ 
scasts. 

As a courtesy ,the govern¬ 
ment and other political par¬ 
ties have agreed to cancel 
Commons proceedings Thurs¬ 
day night and Friday while 
the Conservatives meet. But 
Liberals have moved to un¬ 
dercut some of the impact of 
Clark’s appearance at the 
convention by holding a major 
fund-raising dinner in Toronto 
organized by former fi¬ 
nance minister John Turner, 
and addressed by tour cabinet 
ministers Friday night. 

At a briefing, Atkey said 
the convention will be built 


around three subjects: Goals 
outlinging what Canadians 
want from the party, impedi¬ 
ments standing in the way of 
those goals and directions the 
party should take to achieve 
its goals. 

Key speakers at the meet¬ 
ing will include Toronto 
Mayor David Crombie and

Neither of the party's two 
former leaders — MPs Robert 
Stanfield and John Diefen- 
baker — has been asked to 
speak to the convention.

He compared what he de¬ 
scribed as the negative atti¬ 
tude of the Canadian govern¬ 
ment toward Quebec sover¬ 
eignty as similar to the futile 
attempts to the legendary 
King Canute to stem the tide. 

Canadian confederation is 
outmoded, he said. It has be¬ 
come mutually frustrating 
and poisonous for the two 
founding peoples, English-and 
French. 

Tht jieed for a constitu¬ 
tional change in Canada is be¬ 
coming more widely recog¬ 
nized and rather than settling 
for "one more bad compro¬ 
mise." French and English 
people in Canada should join 
in the kind of sovereignty-as¬ 
sociation proposed by his Que¬ 
bec government, Levttque 
said. 

"It's not so much a question 
of destroying something that 
is already condemned but to 
start building something real¬ 
istic. generous and forward- 
kjoking together, he said. 

"For us Quebecers anyway, 
this is literally a question of 
the right to life." 

Levesque ended by asking 
assembly mem hers to "trans¬ 
mit the heartfelt feelings of 
friendship and brotherhood of 
Quebecers to the men and 
women of France.”

Another girl. Irene Carreio, 
13. said ihat one boy kicked a 
beam holding the roof in 
place and it started 1o creak, 
causing several children to 
scream. 

"We all moved to one side 
of the van." she said. "Ed 
started lo cry and it got ev¬ 
erybody down, seeing him 

cry.” 

Jennifer earlier told the 
judge that she sang while im¬ 
prisoned in ihe van.

Swan Creekers 
want tax erased 


Saanich aldermen have 
been asked to take the unusu¬ 
al step of cancelling a 20-year 
local improvement charge. 

The charge has been levied 
since 1972 against 230 proper¬ 
ty owners on both sides of 
Swan Creek between Douglas 
and Glanford. 

* But because the municipal¬ 
ity has failed to abide by a 
commitment to develop a rec¬ 
reational area and enhance 
the creek, residents want to 
be reimbursed for money al¬ 
ready paid and to be exempt¬ 
ed from further payments. 

The issue, sparked by a let¬ 
ter from former Saanich 
assessment department em¬ 
ployee R. E. Shandley, 627 
Kent, has prompted council’s 
finance committee to ask for 
an opinion from municipal so¬ 
licitor Douglas Patterson on 
the legality of cancelling the 
charge. 

Shandley claims there are 
many incidental reasons 
which do nothing to enhance 
the bylaw: 


haven’t lived up to our com¬ 
mitment and we’re not going 
to be able to meet it." 

Lum, a member of the 
council which authorized the 
local improvement, said "we 
had the full backing of the 
area residents on the under¬ 
standing improvements would 
be carried out.” 

He was supported by aider- 
men Fred Severson and David 
Paterson who argued that 
council’s original decision had 
not .been honored. 

Treasurer Roy Broughton 
contended the work specified 
in the bylaw had been carried 
out "as it only covered the 
property acquisition and 


makes no mention of plans for 
the land." 

Cancelling a local improve¬ 
ment charge could set a dan¬ 
gerous precedent, he warned. 

He said the total cost of the 
improvement was $27,098. 
Commuted payments amount¬ 
ed to $7,709 on 44 properties 
with the balance of $22,389 fin¬ 
anced through the Municipal 
Finance Authority and re¬ 
payable over a 20-year period. 

In addition td seeking a 
legal ‘opinion, aldermen also 
requested from parks ad¬ 
ministrator Frank Andrews 
an estimate of the cost of al¬ 
ternative improvements to the 
property. 


Interest may drop 
for early payment 

The rate of interest allowed on prepaid taxes will 
be reduced by a percentage point if Saanich council 
agrees with a recommendation from comptroller- 
treasurer Roy Broughton.

The continued decline of the 
Canadian dollar could impair 
Saanich’s ability to pay for 
capital programs, finance 
committee chairman Aid.

Although not wanting to join 
the voices of gloom, doom and 
despondency, he agreed with 
financial experts who predict 
the Canadian dollar could 
slide to 85 cents. 

He said the $38,000 debt- 
charges budget was overspent 
by $30,000 “and in a full year, 
if the slide continues, it could 
reach S150.000.” 

Cass warned that council 
would have to look carefully 
at capital programs next 
year. 

Cass said the financial re¬ 
port, prepared earlier in the 
day by treasurer Roy 
Broughton, contained no other 
areas of concern, however. 

Predicting a balanced bud¬ 
get come Dec. 31, he said 
credit for the budgetary' con¬ 
trol was due entirely to 
Broughton and hiS staff.

Lagoon outfall threat 
to crabs—fisherman 


If a 1,200-foot sewage outfall 
Is built off Esquimau Lagoon, 
commercial* fisherman Scotty 
Neish will lose a lucrative 
source of income, he told 
members of the pollution con¬ 
trol board Wednesday. 

Neish said he has for some 
years been taking crabs from 
the area where the outfall is 
due to discharge. 

“If this goes in there will be 
no crabs in that area.” he 
said during a public hearing 
into the pollution - control 
branch decision to grant a 
permit for the construction ol 
. the outfall. 

Xeish said that contrary to 
popular opinion, crabs wall not 
take anything but fresh bait. 

In addition, said Neish. new 
data shows that domestic sew¬ 
age is not nutritious for fish, 
as has been claimed at 
various limes. 

The Jnt.ernatinal Salmon 
Commission has released new 
scientific and biological data 
"which proves beyond any 
doubt that domestic sewage 
from residences is not nutri¬ 
tious and not conducive to 
fish." Neish told the board. 

Neish said detergents and 
chemicals used in households 
for oven cleaning and other 
purposes make the sewage 
harmful. 

Xeish challenged a report 
by Dr. Derek Ellis of the Uni¬ 
versity of Victoria biology de¬ 
partment yvliich said the pro¬ 
posed outfall would have only 
minor impact on the marine 
ecosystem. 


Originally Ellis had opposed 
the outfall, but withdrew' ob¬ 
jections after UVic students 
made a study of the area and 
of a similar outfall which dis¬ 
charges Belmont Park wastes 
into the same general area. 

Neish said the tides men¬ 
tioned by Ellis do not occur 
at all times, arid flushing ac¬ 
tion by tides would m fact be 
“negligible." 

Xeish said he had drawn 
Ellis’ attention to the findings 
of the salmon commission re¬ 
port. but that Ellis had "tried 
to stand the report on its 
head." ■ and insisted that 
domestic sewage was in fact, 
nutritious for fish. 

“The sad part of tbis-i-s-that 
this professor is teaching stu¬ 
dents at the'university some 
of the things he Is stating in 
his remark” said Neish. 

“I find it hard to see a 
biologist trying to stand this 
salmon commission report on 
its head. It is the first scien¬ 
tific, biological evidence we 
have had on the effect of -sew ¬ 
age «>n fish, and we have 
needed it lor a long time.” 

The hearing, which con¬ 
tinues today, got off to a 
rocky stain. 

First of all Robert Price, 
appearing for the local Con¬ 
cerned Citizens group, de¬ 
manded that' pollution control 
branch director William Ven¬ 
ables be called as a witness, 
so that he could establish his 
reasons for granting the-per¬ 
mit. 


Chairman Mackenzie, who 
did not rule out the possibility 
that Venables might be need¬ 
ed at some point in the hear¬ 
ing. decided that technical ex-' 
perts and files available at 
i he hearing would be enough 
for starters. 

Then Shirley Wilde of the 
Albert Head Ratepayers Asso¬ 
ciation challenged the appear¬ 
ance of Bob Hutcheson as 
counsel for the branch. • 

-• Hutcheson, she noted, had 
first popped up as counsel for 
residents ol a Block Brothers 
subdivision near Esquimau 
Lagoon, when the Capital Re¬ 
gion Board first decided that 
faulty septic tanks were pol¬ 
luting the area, and correc¬ 
tion was needed. 

He had at that time started 
an action for $300,000 dam¬ 
ages on behalf of residents 
against the Capital Region 
Board. 

The board had then come 
up with the outfall proposal, 
and provincial and federal 
government grants which left, 
residents paying only 25 per 
cent of the estimated $350,000 
outfall cost. 

Hutcheson, said Wilde, had 
not. pursued the damage 
claim, in what appeared to be 
eMatade-eff. 

I lutcheson suggested that 
the matter of his position 
should \te taken up with the 
IaHw Society, not by the pollu¬ 
tion control board. 


rent plans, but the board has 
only expressed "formal disap¬ 
proval! but not substantive op¬ 
position” to the plans. 

His motion drew support 
from Dr. Peter Banks, one of 
the most vocal opponents of 
the split plan, who said that 
the board had misrepresented 
the position of the hospital's 
medical staff. 

A position statement circu¬ 
lated at the meeting said the 
medical staff and hospital 
board urged the minister not 
to split the facility, amd if he 
still intended to despite the 
society’s wishes, specific 
plans should be forthcoming 
lor the splitting and any reno¬ 
vations involved. 

"That is a very carefully 
worded whitewash of the med¬ 
ical staff’s opinion,” Banks 
said. He said it represented 
the medical staff’s second 
choice, and that the staff’s 
first choice is to keep the hos¬ 
pital where it is. 

Banks said Kaellis’ motion 
“strikes a great chord of sym¬ 
pathy.” because it did not: 
suggest there should be no 
hospital on Helm^en Road. 

If the population of the 
western communities war¬ 
rants a hospital, one should 
be built out there, Banks said, 
but full medical services 
' should continue to be avail¬ 
able at the present site. 

But others at the board 
meeting, mainly members of 
the hospital board, opposed 
the motion. 

The health minister could 
replace the whole board with 
people of his own choice or ig¬ 
nore the Victoria General 
Hospital board altogether 
while continuing to plan for 
the Helmcken Road hospital, 
they warned. 

The result could be no im¬ 
provements or renovations at 
the existing hospital site, and 
a facility built without local 
consultation at the new site. 

Said board treasurer Cliff 
- Horwood: "A lot of people 
think the board has not been 
fighting, but the board lias 
been fighting tooth and nail 
on many issues pertaining to 
the new hospital.” 

"We feel that they have 
made some .very bad deci¬ 
sions subsequently to deciding 
on the location, and it is those 
decisions the board has been 
fighting once the decision on 
location was lost." 

Former board member 
M a j . Charles Goodman 
suggested that the society 
should co-operate with plan¬ 
ning for the new r facility, and 
once that has been ac¬ 
complished, should enter an¬ 
other phase of the fight, this 
one to keep acute-care medi¬ 
cal' services at the present 
site. 


That sentiment was embod¬ 
ied in a new motion by Banks, 
and accepted as a substitute 
by Kaellis. , 

Tlie new motion says the 
society is in sympathy with 
the concept of a hospital for 
the western communities, but 
is "adamantly opposed" to 
the closure of Victoria Gen¬ 
eral as an acute-care facility 
on its present site. 


After board members com¬ 
plained that the motion did 
not specify whether f they 
should continue to natively 
participate in the planning of 
the Helmcken Road facility. 
Banks said it was purposely 
vague to permit the board 
"freedom of action as its con¬ 
science dictates.” 

The motion eventually 
passed by a vote of 32 to two, 
with sLx abstentions. 

That was about the same 
margin by which a subse¬ 
quent motion to censure 
McClelland for his handling of 
the affair was defeated. Oppo¬ 
nents of that motion said 
MLAs and city council who 
did not speak up against the 
proposal were just as much to 
blame as the health minister.
